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- The Peril of the Debts. 


WE make no excuse for referring, this week, to the great 
question which is uppermost in all men’s thoughts to-day, and 
upon the wise handling of which hangs, ia large measure, the 
prosperity, and perhaps also the fate, of every nation, great and 
small—we allude, of course, to the pressing, and, indeed, depress- 
ing problem of the international debts. It is true that The Jewish 
Chronicle is primarily devoted to matters of Jewish concern. 


But no people, and least of all the scattered Jewish race, lives. 


unto itself. Jewry is not a nation marooned on a remote 
island, isolated from contact with men. Ls interests are 
closely interlocked with those of other peoples. Its members 
have a right to be beard as citizens and, if there is a Jewish 
ethical view of a formidable difficulty, as Jews too. 

As citiz ms they are vitally affected by a crisis that menaces 
them with untold calamity. There are great Jewish aggrega- 
tions not yet recovered from the horrors of the War, who will 
be utterly tvodden in the mire by any fresh addition to the 
disasters of Peace. Members in many cases of the mercantile or 
middle classes, great numbers of them have been impoverished 
by economic monstrosities forged in the name of Patriotism. 
Some among them, once princes of charity, are now recipients 
ofalms. The Jewish proletarian, too, has felt the chill b'ast of 
the depression, in common with his class the world over. 
Neither he, nor the merchant, nor the manufacturer or pro- 
fessional man, can contemplate without a shudder the aggrava- 
tion of present troubles, through failure of human judgment or 
sympathy, and they are entitled to speak out, in forthright 
terms, of the perils which beset them in common with their 
fellow nationals. 

But, as Jews, they are trebly concerned for a sane outlook 
upon evxisting troubles. First, because the present hyper- 
national frenzies, if intensified by a bitter financial quarrel, 
may lead the nations straight to the abyss of war, and to Jews, 
even more than to others, war is, in Lord GREY'S phrase, “ death, 
damnation, and destruction.”” Se°ondly, Jews see in the warm 
comradéship of Britain and America, the best hope of world 
progress, and, incidentally, of Jewish well-being. An insensate 
quarrel over debts would jeopardise the unity of the two great 
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nations, And, thirdly, Jews ave rendered anxious by the 
present turmoil, because its prolongation would overthrow cvery 
good purpose, every work of salvage, if not every orga sation, 
at which they have sweated through years of bitter trial. Self- 
interest then, if no other motive—interest as citizens and 
interest as Jews—justifies them, as it justifies all other peoples, 
in pleading for a rational and safe adjustment of prevalent 
differences. 

But as inheritors of a great tradition, Jews have also tie 
right, and still more the duty, to appeal for a broader, more 
human envisaging of the problem at issue. A great American 
once flamed, in the language of his creed, against the 
crucifixion of men on a cross of gold. Jews may protest 
in the spivit of their faith, against the gaoling of nations 
in debtor cells. Jewish law remitted all debts after seven years. 
The present accursed debts are twice as old in duration. Ut 
is true that the Sabbatical release applied to the native 
debtor and not to the stranger. But colossal wars, financed 
by gigantic loans, were not known in those unregenerate days, 
und who shall say that the brothers-in-arms of the Great War 
were to be classed as “strangers”? The Jew was forbidden 
to withhold the debtor's raiment from him, “and it shall 
be righteousness unto thee before the Lord thy God.” 
But these international debts would withhold not only the 
raiment but the very bread from millions among creditors 
and debtors alike! As Jews, we cannot other than arvpeal 
from the arid legalism of present demands to the broad 
humanity of Hebraic law, from the seeming severity of the 
modern debt-collector to the divinely compassionate figure 
of the grand Law-giver. We ask for the repudiation of the 
inexorable ledger view of international relationships and the 
substitution for it of the ethical view of mankind as a com- 


munity of peop'es, a family of nations, a group of races banded 
peo}, 


together in the pursuit of those high purposes of humanity 
which are ultimately the very citadels of their own safety. This 
is the Jewish view of the prevailing situation, and if we are te 
be sived from the pit that is yawning before us, il is a view 
that must be heard, and must, in God's name, prevail. 
Thoughtless critics have indulged a cheap humour by 
hatling America as Uncle Shylock. As a people who have 
suffered over-much and unfairly through the creation of that 
Shakespearean character, we can appreciate the sting such an 
affront inflicts. Waat are needed to-diy are not epithets, 
stone-throw ng or streams of inconsiderate cynicism, but a 
brotherly attempt on each side to understand the difliculties 
of the other—the difficulties of America to-day are gigantic 
and acute-—-and a wise-hearted attempt to reconcile them 
in the common and highest interests of both. We 
urge all Jews in this country to practise forbearance 
and restraint. And we would venture to appeal to our 
American co-religionists—many of whom are hgh in the 
counsels of the dominant political party in their country—nol 
only to exercise the like virtues, but to combine with them the 
example and the teaching of moderation and reason.

We are entitled to invoke them because we are directly affected, 
and it is no mere intrusion therefore into other peoples’ affairs. 
And it is our inalienable duty to do so, as a people who, tf they 
shirked the cal! of their ancestral! teaching, m ght just as well 
per.sh, as a community, fram among the habitations of men! 


Jewry: Week by Week.

The Scandal of Lemberg. 


A searching light is thrown on the recent, and still continuing, 
anti-Jewish barbarities in Lemberg by the interpellation presented 
to the Polish Sejm by the Club of Jewish Deputies. There is no 
question, in this document, of hysterical exaggeration on the part of 
a frightened population seeing red. It isa cold statement of fact, 
enforced by names and figures, and drawn up with a full sense of 
responsibility by Deputies who are answerable to their colleagues 
for what they write. And we say at once that it constitutes an 
indictinent of the utmost gravity. Several crucial conclusions stand 
out challengingly from the interpellation. The first is that the 
outrages were not provoked by the brawl with a few disreputable 
Jews, in which a Polish student lost his:life. That incident was 
only used to fire the tinder, carefully accumulated by the incendé- 


diaries for weeks beforehand. The Lemberg Press had, during 
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this period, drawn attention io the growing disquiet. When the 
storm finally broke, not only were the authorities unprepared, in 
spite of Jewish warnings, but the police either remained passive, 
or actually sided with the hooligans, refusing to interfere with 
the assailants of «he Jews, arresting those Jews who dared to 
defend themselves, and even taking a hand in the abominable 
outrages. Encouraged by this action, the conduct of the railway 
and the University authorities was to match; while the District 
Governor presided over the orgy with a criminal apathy 
that could not be shaken. ‘These are the inescapable infer- 
ences from an impeachment calmly framed by a responsible 
body of the Polish Sejm. We can assure the Polish Govern- 
ment that they will not be forgotten, and that they will be given 
the widest publicity wherever respect for the decencies of civilised 
life still persists. No country to-day can afford to hand over ons 
section of its citizens to the organised brutality of another, without 
incurring the disgust and distrust of better-ordered polities, and 
feeling the re-action in its own prestige, security and status. The 
barbarism at Lemberg will recoil on the whele Polish people, many of 


whom must view the happenings of the past fortnight with anxiety 


and horror. The Polish Government must, without delay, set itself 
right with the conscience of the civilised world. 


The Shechita Quarrel. 


Two Humane Slaughter of Animals Bills are now before 
Parliament. The addition of the second measure is some evidence 
of the bold which their common purpose has gained on the enthusiasm 
and zeal of public opinion in this country. Both Bills provide for 
the protection of Shechita and the establishment of a Rabbinical 


Commission for the licensing of Shochetim. These provisions were , 


m concession to Jewish requirements; and to freedom of religious 
thought. But the only freedom for which legislators must be 
beginning to think our Community has any use, is the freedom 
to quarrel about the rights it has secured. Prolonged negotia- 
ios, ana ik compromise that failed, have been succeeded 
by a long silence, broken only by whispers of irreconcilable 
uititudes and fiery threats, and we have now to say definitely and 
determinedly that this cannot goon. We have no desire to apportion 
blame to this or that party. We only say that it is time to stop the 
Whole unsavoury wrangle, and that the mass of the Community, 
Which has no interest in the staging of a modern story of the 
~ stiff-necked ” people, will insist that itend. We are living in parlous 
times. With a multitude of enemies at our gates, sleepless in their 
energy and knowing no limitations of nations or frontiers, it is impera- 
tive that we conserve our strength and not fritter it away. Unity is 
essential. We cannot permit ourselves to become a laughing-etock, or 
our good name to be dragged through the Parliamentary lobbies. We 
refuse to lead our friends to believe that it is useless to make 
concessions to Jews, because they will only fight over them and 
become a public nuisance. And we decline to admit either that the 
difficulties in issue are not amenable to adjustment, or that those 
who are debating them are so besotted by faction or bereft of good- 
will that they cannot find the road to peace, even though both sides 
have more to lose than gain by the prolongation of strife. A way 
out can and must be found from the present-impasse. Statesman. 
ship can effect it. The communal dignity demands it. And the 
responsibility will be placed squarely on the shoulders of those 
who, by a failure of duty or fanatical obduracy, may expose both 
themselves and their co-religionists to injury and ridicule. 


Hitlerism in China. 


Nazi propaganda, like some slimy reptile, is crawling slowly 
round the world, and has now almost completed the circuit of the 
globe. We learn from that lively outpost of Judaism, IsrAEn's 
MESSENGER, that a branch of the German Nazis has lately been 
formed in Shanghai, and that some of the leading members of the 
local German community have joined it. Its first fruits have been 
seen in an anti-Semitic diatribe of even more than usual topsy- 
turvy illog cality contributed by a discreetly pseudonymous 
correspondent, Black - White,” to the Norra 
News. “~ Black-White,” in a desperate attempt to prove that 
white is black, involves himself in a delicious tangle of paradox. 
Jewish denunciation of the Hitlerist movement, he argues, “ can 
only be considered as the same old tactics of the Jews of inciting, 
once more, the whole world against Germany in order to aid the 
perfection of their plan, the Financial Conquest of the World, which. 
it seems, is breaking down before the Nationalist-Socialist Bulwark.” 
And then he asserts that Marxist theories, which most of us in our 
simplicity imagine to be the antithesis of “ International Capitalism,” 
were merely invented by Jewish capitalists to facilitate their 
nefarious schemes. 


“ Black-White” is, of course, not very Original. Most Nazi 
arguments seem to eat their own tails in this curious way, and the 
best answer is still the reductio ad absurdum of the Jew in the 
train, who said, in reply to the triumphant question, “Who caused 
the War?” of his anti-Semitic travelling companion: “ The cyclists.” 
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“Why the cyclists?” asked his interlocutor. “Why the Jews?” 
And the conversation came to an end. There are always people, it 
is true, who argue that “ where there's smoke there’s fire,” and 
think that because a lie is repeated times innumerable there must 
be something in it. This is a mode of argument that is often 
employed in discussing the blood-libel. In that case, it can 
be countered by citing the allegations of child murder made 
by the Chinese against Christian missionaries. So far as the 
“International Capitalist’ rigmarote 1s concerned, Very apt 
illustration of how such fantastic libe!s can be invented with. 
out there being any foundation for them, 1s furnished by the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN. The Geneva correspondent of that paper, 
and other correspondents of other English newspapers, were critica! 
of the manner in which the unfortunate disturbances In Geneva on 
November 9th were suppressed. The Swiss Press has, in conse 
quence, discovered that there is a British plot against Switzerland, 
and an article in the GAzeTTe pre LavsaNNeE asserts that the 
campaign has been organised by financiers of the City of London 
because the. League of Nations and the Banks of Internationa! 
Settlements are not in London but in Switzerland, and the object is 
to destroy Swiss credit and undermine the Swiss franc. And of just 
such stuff are the legends about the Jews ! 


British Chalutzim. 


The announcement of the formation of a British group of 
Chalutzim, to be trained in agriculture in this country and 
eventually to settle in Palestine as a unit, is of the greatest interest. 
The number of English Chalutzim at present in Palestine must be 
very small indeed. The news is a tribute to the energy with which 
Zionist work has been carried on receutly among Anglo-Jewish youth. 
No doubt it received a fillip from the visit of the band of enthusiastic 
voung people to the Maccabiah earlier in the year. If the projec: 
materialises, it will provide a tremendous stimulus to the English 
Palestine Movement, which has heretofore tended to be largely 
academic and impersonal. Still, it will surprise many people to 
learn that the number of Jewish emigrants from the United 
Kingdom to Palestine during the last ten years has been so large a 
number as 708, as far as one can tell from the suceessive Annual! 
teports, less whatever number has returned. The three ~ peak” 
years were 1924-26, when the average annual number of British Jews 
settling in Palestine was 125; for the remaining years the average 
has been about 40. 


Liquor Traffic in Palestine. 


The Conference held in London recently by the Native Races 
and Liquor Traffic Unitéd Committee, decided to ask the Colonia! 
Office to receive a deputation on the sabject of the increase ot 
the number of licences for the sale of afecoholic liquor in Palestine. 
The Conference seems, however, to have been singularly ill-informed. 
No-one disputes the large increase in the number of such licences 
since the War, but it is somewhat naive, to say the least of it, to 
read in that fact any sinister meaning. All doubts ought to have 
been dispelled by the detailed information given in the section 
dealing with the matter in the recently published Annual Report on 
the Administration of Palestine for 1981. One would have expected 
some increase in the consumption of alcohol in v ew of the Jewish 
immigration and the part played by the manufacture of wine in 
the ecomomics of Palestine, but it would have been surprising and 
(listressing in the extreme if the proverbial sobriety of the Jew had 
suddenly broken down. In fact, the Report of the Mandatory 
Power emphatically states the contrary. There is no evidence, 
it says, of inerease of excessive drinking among Jews, whether 
old residents or new arrivals. The Conference seems to have 
been particularly alarmed by stories of the native Moslems 
Nouting the prohibition that their religion places on the drinking 
of spirits, but here again the Report is reassuring. The 
peasants, says the Report, observe the Koran injunction, and it can- 
not be said that there is any perceptible tendency on the part of 
Moslems toconsume drink in public places. It is noteworthy that there 
has been in recent years a progressive decrease in the consumption 
of wine and in imports of intoxicating liquors, except whisky and 
gin, and the Report adds that the increase in the imports of beer, 
whisky and gin is attributed to the larger British Garrison. In fact, 
Palestine is an extremely abstemious country. The urban 
population consumes no more than five litres per head annually. 


Drunkenness is almost unknown, and prosecutions for drunkenness 
are extremely rare, 


Jews’ Court, Lincoln. 


There are so few identifiable sites and relics associated with 
the Jews of Medieval England that it is With the greatest interes’ 
that we learn from the LINCOLNSHIRE EcHo that Jews’ Court. 
on Steep Hill, Lincoln, has now been acquired by the Lincoln 
Diocesan Trust as its offices. The ancient building has for some 
time been in good hands, it is true, having been in the care of 
the Lincolnshire Architectural Society. It is a curious lapse on 
the part of the Jewish Historical Society that a thorough 
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investigation has never been made into the history of this 
building, or of the other two houses in Lincoln connected by local 
tradition with the Jews. The Report contained in the Society's 
Transactions of thirty-five years ago is very superficial. Mr. Frank 
Haes expressed the opinion that Jews’ Court did not date from the 
pre-Expulsion Period, but he did not enter upon an examination of

The Jewish Museum. 


As a result of the recent re-organisation of its Records, the 


. Western Synagogue has deposited on loan in the Jewish Museum, a 


number of ritual and other objects of unusual interest. These 
include a pair of silver Bells for the Scroll of the Law, of fine 
workmanship, made at Exeter in the reign of George LIT; a magnili- 
cent crystal pointer, formerly the property of Myer Solomon, and 
ano‘her of silver in the form of aserpent; an embroidered Chuppa/, 
manufactured in 1813 for the now extinct Maiden Lane Synagogue 
(K.K. Amude Yesharim); and a pair of portable boards bearing the 
text of the Burial Service, presented by Victor Abraham on the 
occasion of the opening of the Brompton Road Cemetery, in 1815. 
Among the Records deposited is an early nineteenth-century Ketubah, 
drawn up at Bath, and signed by all the members of the Community, 
and an early Cireumcisional Register. 


Jewish Higher Educational Centre. 


A imceting of the Advisory Council was held recently at the Communa! 
Centre. Dayan Dr. A. Feldman was in the Chair. The Education Officer, 
Mr. Nathan Morris, submitted the following report: 


(1) Secondary Classes: The attendance is somewh1t fluctuating, but soli!

(2) Teachers’ Training Department: The roll remains the same, about 
sixty-five, and the attendance is very satisfactory. ‘The Preparatory Class 
should prove of special interest to day school teachers who desire to improve 
their Hebrew knowledge. This class meets on Thursday evenings. 

The at.endance in classes 1. and 2., working for the Je vs’ College Middle 
Girade Examinations is gradually improving. These Classes meet for five hours 
a week. The advanced Hebrew Class containsa number of external stad nits. 
besides the regular students who are working for the Hebrew Teaéhers’ Dip oma. 
The syllabus makes provision also for spoken Hebrew in view of the fact tha‘ 
ope - the students are training for the teaching of Hebrew on the Direc: 

The Education Class meets every Tuesday evening. Most of the members 
of this class are actually engaged in teaching. A Reading Chart, containing 
also lessons in elementary Hebrew, is now being worked out, and every studen?’ 
will bs given a copy. 

Practical Traming: The following schools are providing facilities for the 
training of students: Redmans Road Talmud Torah, Stepney vewish, New 
West End Synagogue Classes and some of the J.&.E.B. Classes. 


In speaking of the importance of practical training, Mr. Herbert M. 
Adler said that during his recent visits to various schools, he had seen the 
beneficial effects of the training provided by the Centre on the actual! 
work of certain teachers. A Studentship of £15 for one year was awarded

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Our Coy Selves. 


HIS is the age of Publicity. “ Sweet are the uses of advertise. 
ment,” as the old parody goes—and honey-sweet the joys of 
self-advertisement! Publicity makes the world go round—leastways 
the world of business. Public men bask in its warming rays. Cities 
in America cultivate it. Loud rages the war for the public eye 
everywhere and in any time. “ Ballyhoo” and stunt. stunt and 
“ballyhoo”! The “meek” may be blessed, but the pushful, or 
many of them, inherit the earth. “The man Moses was exceeding 
meek,” but the Ministers, who proclaim him, not quite so modest! 
Bang the drum! Ring the bell! Better be cursed than forgotten! 


AVE Jews caught this modern craze? Individuals among 
them, yes! The race as a whole,no! How much of the public 
service rendered is desire for prominence, koved, and how much is 
sheer, pure, unselfish devotion ? I wonder how the proportions stand ! 
How many public workers suffer heart palpitation as they open 
this journal on Fridays to see whether their name are mentioned. 
“ Did you see so-and-so'’s name in the CHRONICLE this week?” Or, 
more blatantly: “ Did you see my name in the CHRONICLE ?” Ah, ves, 
you all know that question! { remember calling on a very con- 
spicuous member of our Community one day. He had spoken ata 
meeting somewhere or other the night before. All the papers in 
London were piled on his desk. But he was among the forgotten! 
He is now among the dead. Peace to his ashes! He was a dear. 
yood soul! I think the Editor of this journal could a tale unfold of 
wugry complaints and remonstrances concerning letters not published 
und speeches curtailed or omitted altogether! But he bears his 
sorrows in silence. It is all part of the small change of communal 
life, change which can be exceedingly small, and not always good 
coin of the realm ! 


CT, though individuals among us can be publicity-hungry. as 
a Community we are extraordinarily retiring. As the poet 
said of the late Earl Roberts, we “do not advertise,” cither to the 
world or to ourselves. Perhaps it is timidity, :perhaps shyness. 
Whatever it is, the racial “ boost” is not part of our system. The 
odd aspect of it is, however, that the more we try to creep into our 
shell, the more pertinaciously do others grab our feet. The more 
we shun the limelight, the more lustily are we dragged into it. 
Whatever we do, or don't do, we blush to find it fame! The popular 
newspapers revel in Jewish articles or “stories” prompted by the 
advertising advantages ofa Jewish circulation. Every tale or theory, 
no matter how fantastic, is blazoned in big type in their columns or 
ou their posters. But, unlike the case of the Nordics. whose alleged 
racial nobility, as Mussolini has pointed owt, is extolled by French. 
men, Englishmen, and at least one Jew, the publicity with which 
the Jewish race is tortured is largely of the malevolent kind. We 
are damned not with faint’ praise but with no praise at all. I 
imagine that many of us must Sometimes long, as a people, just to 
remain quietly where we are and be over-looked—forgotten but not 
gone! Oh for a sip of the waters of lethe! But no; the world 
persists in cultivating the disease of “ Jews on the brain”! It is 
really astonishing when one comes tothink of it. The Jews number 
something like one per cent. of the world’s population. Yet more 
noise and contention circle round their heads than ifthey formed ten 
or fifty per cent. And the more we dig our fingers into our ears, or 
pretend not to hear, the more piercing the clatter comes. ‘This 
Jew-obsession or Jew-terror is not flattering to the other races and 
it distracts their attention from more urgent and serious matters. 
But, éxtraordinary though it be, there it is and it has to be 
reckoned with. 


HY do English Jews—Il am more concerned with our own 
Community at the moment—affect such reticence in regara 

to Jews and Jewish life, and why is the Jewish case left to the 
Press and the small-scale efforts of the Deputies’ Press Coin- 
mittee? I can only attribute it to the possibility that we have 
not mastered the gentle art of publicity. Look at the advertising 
indulged in by our money-collecting charities. With one or two 
exceptions, perhaps, anything more jejune and unimaginative 
cannot be conceived. It is trite, conventional, and touches neither 
the heart nor the pocket. Could not some fresh minds be enlisted in 
their cause, and a complete breakaway be made from the old, 
worn and ineffective practice? Then, again, think of the 
opportunities presented by broadcasting. A good deal has been 
said in these columns recently as to the popularity among non- 
Jews and Jews alike, of the Jewish lectures and music broadcast 
in France, and of their value in “making Judaism better known” 
and “ abolishing many prejudices.” In America, too, Jews, as they 
‘say there, have “gone on the air.” Jewish programmes—* the 
Jewish hours,” as they are called—are common and regulary features. 
Jewish talent is immensely in evidence in wireless entertainment,

not only in performances but in admimistration. Tn fact, it ts claimed 
by an American contemporary that the great majority of radio 
personalities are Jews. Both the President and Vice-President of 
the Radio Corporation of America, which controls the largest radto 
system in the world, are Jews —respectively, David Sarnoff, a Rabbi's 
son who graduated from poverty. and Alfred N, Goldsmith. 


ANY other Jews in America bold executive positions of out- 

standing importance, while among the innumerable Jewish 
entertainers is one, A. L. Alexander, who, formerly a Rabi, is now 
more than ever “in the air.” Hear what the Jewish chief of one of 
the smaller New York systems, Donald Flamm, says. (In America, 
of course, broadcasting is left to private enterprise). Mr. Flamm has 
assiduously encouraged Jewish programmes, and been responsible 
for some of the best Jewish hours. “I have always felt,” he says, 
“that much of the misunderstanding that exists between Jew and 
Gentile will be eradicated by the radio. Gentiles listen to our pro 
grammes and they begin to understand usa little better than before.” 
And, confirming the French experience already referred to, he remarks 
that “ you would be surprised at the great number of Gentiles who 
write appreciative notes about our Jewish programmes.” Yet, apar! 
from an occasional and very rare broadcast by the Chief Rabbi, or 
some equally rare transmission of some Jewish happening, or ~ talk ~ 
by some distinguished Jewish scholar-—a new serics of “talks” on 
Religion, by the way, is announced for the coming year—the air, for 
our Community, does not exist, and | suppose unless some higher 
ordinance commands: “ Let there be air!" we shall continue to 
ignore it (and may go on doing so even then). 


HE same indifference to publicity exhibited with regard to 
wireless is in evidence in other directions. lt read of repertory 
players organising to produce plays of Jewish life. But when they are 
ready, they will find, like the Jewish Drama League, that there are 
very few plays concerning Anglo-Jewish life to produce. The few 
playwrights we have are either not interested, or shrink from the 
possibility of short runs, and in any case we do not write about 
ourselves. 1 think that all this self-effacement will have to end. 
We shall have to organise the presentation of the Jewish case. We 
must craw! out of our shell and help the world to hear not only the 
thunder of our enemies, but the “ still small voice "on the air!

Mr. MORRIS LASKI, J.P. (Manchester). 


Mr. Morris Laski, a prominent communal! worker of Manchester 
aud youngest brother of Mr. Nathan Laski. died on Tuesday at the 
age of fifty-five. He was chiefly known for his unflagging work on 
behalf of Jewish and non-Jewish charities in the city. He was on 
the Committee of the MaxncnestTerR Eventnc CHRONICLE Cinderella 
Fund which provides holidays, clothing and food for poor children, 
Lite-President and Chairman of the Manchester Jewish Orphan Aid 
Society, the only provincial member of the Committee of the 
Norwood Jewish Orphanage and on the Committees of the following 
Institutions in Manchester: Victoria Memorial Jewish Hospital, 
Jewish Board of Guardians, Jewish Lads’ Brigade, Jewish Operatic 
Society. Talmud Torah School, Old Hebrew Congregation, 
Jews’ School ' Seaside Camp and Salford Poor Children's 
Camp. In 1926, he raised nearly £750 from among his 
friends for the MANcHESTER EVENING News White Heather 
Mand for poor children of. Manchester and Salford. He also 
collected £100 for boots for poor pupils of the local Jews’ School 
and Talmud Torah and nearly £1,700 for the Nurses’ Home of the 
Jewish Hospital, during the same year. He was the founder of the 
* Brotherhood of the Link of Zion,” designed to assist the Jewish 
National Fund, and was for long President of the organisation. He was 
Treasurer of the local Jewish National Fund Commission and 
represented the Kahal Chassidim Synagogue at the Deputies of 
British Jews. In 1926 a bed was named after him in the Victoria 
Vemorial Jewish Hospital, in appreciation of his work in raising 
money for the Institution. 


The following tribute appeared in an issue of the MANCHESTER 
ETPNING CHRONICLE, in 1928: 

™y have collected between €5).000 and £60,000 for charitable purposes 
\5 his own indi idual efforts in thirty years 's the remarkable achieve- 
went of Mr. Morris Laski, of Manchester. His record must stand without 
parallel in the long history of philanthronic effort in the City. Rightly 
has Mr. Laski won the title of “ King of the Schnorrers”; he is without a 
vival among those who, by the magic of their personality, call forth the 
exercise of that greatest of all virtues—charity. His unceasing work for 
Manchester and Salford charities, more especially for the CHRONICLE 
Cinderella Fund, is already well known. This year, he has already 
collected £597 19s. ll4d. for the Cinderela Fund, and his total for six 
veers is over £5,000. What Mr. Laski's efforts have meant to the poor 
ehildren of Manchester and Salford, it is not difficult to visualise, 
lt is equally certain that he has in a wonderful way real’sed in the 
(HRONICLE Cinderella Fund a means of helping the less fortunate in this 
very complex world. Thousands of children have gained renewed health 
uml v gour through their stay at seaside heldiy camps. From the new 
yew till the end of March, no fewer than 11,700 hot meals were provided, 
in addition to hundreds of gifts of clothing. In addition to his own magn fi- 
cent efforts for the Cinderella Fund, Mr. Laski has by his example inspired 
vthers to work for this deserving charity. 


Our MANCHESTER CORRESPONDENT writes : 

His main interest was in the children, and he was proud of the fact 
that a letter from South Africa had once reached him just addressed as 
“ The Children’s Friend, Manchester.’’ Altogether, his collections must 
have totalled not far short of £100,000. Asa mark of recognition a few 
years ago, he was made a Justice of the Peace; and he carried out his 
dluties well and conscientiously. No one in need had appealed in vain to 
Morris Laski, and he was fall of schemes for the raising of funds for every 
charity in the district. A Jew who had caused the name of his race to be 
respected in every quarter, he will be mourned deeply and sincerely by 
friends the world over. 

Rabbi I. J. Yorrry writes : 

Mr. Morris Laski was a faithful son of Israel. He cherished with pride 
our religions inheritance, and his love for Mankind in general was 
exemplary, in that he carried out his great humane works irrespective of 
race and creed, as our Law teaches us. Although he has left us while still 
in the prime of his life, yet he was old in good deeds. In the short span 
of life alloted to him, his charitable activities were many and varied. He

charming personality and obvious sincerity were such that nobody could 
refuse him.

We shall all miss his radiant personality, but none 
more than the thousands of poor children of all creeds inhabiting the 
sunless slums of this great city. It is safe to say that Morris Laski did 
not make one enemy in his life.

about life with a joy ful heart. realising the truth of the dictum that “all 
who Jov would win must earn it, Happiness was born a twin.” I shal! 
ever treasure his friendship. Together we collected several hundred 
pounds for the Yeshiva of Slobodka, and it was my privilege also to help 
him in his collections for the Norwood Jewish Orphanage. Phere is not 
one person in Manchester or elsewhere who will not heave a sigh or 
consecrate a prayer to this prince and large-hearted man. 


Mr. D. M. DAVIS. 


We have to announce the death of Mr. D. M. Davis, who was 
Choirmaster of the New West End Synagogue for fifty-one years, and 
who passed away last week in his ecightieth year. 

David Montague Davis was born in London, and was educated 
privately. He was appointed Hon. Choirmaster of the East London 
Synagogue in 1877, and in the following year was elected Musica! 
Director. Choirmaster and Organist of the New West End Synagogue. 
s vear before the opening of the building in March, 1879. From 
that date until bis retirement in January, 1930, his whole life wa- 
associated with the Synagogue choir; and he held the remarkable 
record of having conducted it without a break throughout the fifty. 
one vears of his service. He was the first, at any rate in England, to 
teach a Synagogue choir to sing from music, and introduced chora! 
wedding and memorial Services in Orthodox Synagogues and great), 
elaborated the choral parts of the regular Services, especial), 
on the Festivals. He also planned the choral Sabbath Afternoon 
Services. which were held for some years at the New West En: 
Synagogue, and was a pioneer in the congregational singing move 
ment. For several vears, he acted as Hon. Conductor of adu!: 
congregational singing classes, which met weekly in the Synagogue 
vestry-room, and of juvenile classes in the same subject. In con 
nection with this, he edited, in collaboration with Rabbi Francis L. 
Cohen, * The Voice of Prayer and Praise,” a collection of traditiona! 
and modern Synagogue melodies, which has become a standard wor). 
on Synagogue music and is in use in most of the Synagogues of the 
British Empire. The deceased devoted three years of arduous work 
to this, entirely as a“ labour of love.” It was characteristic of him 
that he gave unsparingly of his time and thought to the develop- 
ment and popularising of Synagogue music in many forms in a wide 
sphere, without remuneration of any kind. At various times, he 
conducted a large number of choirs at special Services, acte: 
as voluntary organist, particularly at Jubilee and Coronation 
Services, conducted the choirs of many musical societies an! 
at Festivals, etc. Among his compositions were a Jubilee 
Anthem to Queen Victoria, which had a wide circulation and was 
sung by many important choirs at the Crystal Palace, Albert Hal! 
and places of worship in London and the Provinces, and a setting o! 
the National Anthem to Hebrew words. He was a popular lecturer 
to Jewish and non Jewish audiences on Synagogue music, Jewis!) 
composers, Synagogue choirs, congregational singing, etc. He was 
the founder of the Hebrew Ciera Association of which the late 
Mr. Charles A. Mocatta was President. 

Outsi te the Jewish Community, the late Mr. Davis's activities were 
largely connected with the Gunnersbury School of music, of which he wa« 
appointed Director in 1990. He became Condnetor of the Chiswick an«! 
Guanersbury Philharmonic Society in 1906. He had a remarkable 
memory, and kaew the Keader’s and choral Synagogue Services for a!! 
occasions by hea t, in addition to all the symphonies, oratorios, operas an: 
lighter music, which he always conducted without a score. For man) 
years he compiled and kept in M3. the complete text of the traditiona! 
Chazanut for the year, based oa the renderings of London Chazanim. He 
was an Associate of the Royal Philharmonic Society (since 1905), and wa- 
clected a member of the Lacorporated Society of Musicians in 1883, He 
was a Fellow of the Tonie Sol Fa College and Chairman of the Committee 
of Choirmasters of the United Synagogue. For many years he conducte:! 
the Sunday School Choirs at the Crystal Palace. He was elected Emeritv- 
Director of Music of the New West End Synagogue in April of this year |!)

Cremation: The Jewish Attitude. 


From Mr. A. L. CARLIPH. 
To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sik.—Ilt has taken six years to elicit Rabbi Yoffey's views as to 
whether cremation is prohibited by Jewish Law. In THE Jrewisn 
CHRONICLE of August 20th, 1926, I stated that there is no direet 
prohibition of cremation anywhere in Jewish literature. Much 
correspondence appeared in the columns of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
on both sides of the question. Those who were against it quoted 
ulmost the same version as is contained in Rabbi Yoffey's article. 
Those who believed that there is no fixed law against cremation, 
found enough in the Bible and Talmud to show that the question 
of how to bury the dead was left as an open question. 
There is definite proof that cremation in various forms has 
been the Jewish ‘practice in many countries at different 
times. It would be futile to go through the same process again. 
{tis obvious, however, that Rabbi Yoffey could not lay hand on any 
fixed rule until he had ranged all through history, and he finally 
obtained from the Catholic Church the only support for his 
urguments. This, I-consider, is very vague. Please permit me _ to 
clear up one or two points. Rabbi Yoffey relies on the Biblical verse 
Deut. xxi, 28. “His body shall not remain all night upon the tree, 
but thou shalt in any wise bury him that day, for he that is banged 
for asin is accursed of God.” This burying process, it is evident, 
‘was only meant for a criminal and not as a general rule. It is 
also related in the ‘Talmud Sanhedrin 46: “The King of Persia 
inguired of Rav Choma ‘Where is the inference in the Torah 
of how a dead person should be buried?’’” Ray Choma was 
silent and could not give a decisive answer. Rav Acha Bar Yaakov. 
when he got to know of this incident, reprimanded Rav Choma, 
saying that he could refer him to the passage in Deuteronomy xxi, 25. 
{it must be inferred that Rav Choma was quite aware of that passage. 
Yet he could not conscientiously quote it, well knowing that it only 
applied to a criminal and not as a general rule. The Gaon Maharam, 
the enumerator of the precepts in each Sidra of the Torah, does 
not give the burying process in his 615 Mitzvot. Consequently, 
the usage is more or less based on tradition. Let it be understood, 
therefore, that traditional usages vary from time to time, from 
country to country and even from town to town. Departure from 
a tradition does not mean breaking the law of the Torah.

A Letter from Warsaw. 


THE LEMBERG RIOTS. 
Over 300 Jews Injured. 


From our Correspondcent.—Warsaw. 


Unfortunately, the prophecy in my last letter has proved right. 
The opening of the Universities was, as reported in lust week's 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, a very sad event for the Jews. Two hundred. 
and-six Jews were injured in Lemberg. In Warsaw, the number of 
injured Jews reached 78, in Cracow 15, and in Czenstechowo, Vilna 
and a few other towns the number exceeded forty. Though the 
Polish censorship prevented the number and names of injured Jews 
from getting into the Press, it was possible toestablish that the total 
number of injured Jews, students and others, was well over 300. 
There is not a University in the country which has not been tainted 
with anti-Jewish riots. Everywhere, Jews were insulted, beaten, 
knocked down. Jewish women were trodden on and spat upon. 
It has become a sort of tradition to attack Jews at almost every 
re-opening of the Universities in Poland. It was so several years 
ugo. It was so, with serious results, last-vear; and now the same 
thing has happened again. - The seats of Polish learning and human 
culture are turned into reservoirs of hate and barbarism. 

Speaking on the telephone to Lemberg on Tuesday night, 
after the worst was over, I got the impression that the town haa 
again become the scene of a serious pogrom, as it was immediately 
after Poland won back its independence after the War. Jews were 
hiding in the houses and cellars. All gates were locked. Any Jew 
who dared to appear in the town was beaten. The fire which was 
‘started by hooligans at the Jewish sports club “ Chasmonea” 
illuminated the whole town, causing panic and alarm among the 
60,000 Jewish inhabitants. The ambulances were running from 
one vlace to another, everywhere attending to injured Jews. A 
bomb thrown into the Synagogue in the centre of the town and 
another which burst in the Jewish cemetery spread still greater fear, 
preparing the Jews for worse events. With this terrible picture 
before me, | tried to get intotouch with the Polish Home Office and, 
unable to find anybody owing to the late hour, I approached the 
Foreign Office who assured me that steps were being taken to check 
the riots. 

Now the .situation is clearer. The Universities, which have 


-.been closed for several days, have been re-opened, though Jews are 


still molested in them. But order is being restored. 


Culture at the Universities. 

How are the Jews beaten at the Universities? How is itdonc? 

Well, let me describe one of the pictures so familiar during the 
recent riots. The Jewish students arrive at the University together 
with others. They take their. seats, mostly on the left hand side of 
the hall, this having become a custom since the anti-Jewish riots of 
wu year ago. Whenallis ready forthe lecture, a number of non-Jewish 
students leave the lecture hall and, armed with sticks. and rubber 
clubs, form a double row outside the hall. When this is done, a sign 
is given to the students inside who begin to shout: * Down with the 
Jews; we don’t want to sit with the murderers of Grotkowski ; death 
to the Jews! and so on; after which they begin to eject the Jews 
from the hall. At first, the Jews are asked to get out. They refuse 
and are attackedin he hall. When compelled to leave, the real scenc 
begins. With wild shouts, every student brings his stick down on 
to the head or body of the Jews as they leave the lecture hall. No 
difference is made between Jew and Jewess. Some whocannot stand 
the attack, fall down to the ground, where they are kicked and 
beaten again. The cries for help are mixed with the shouts and 
laughs of the attackers. ‘Ten or fifteen students catch one Jew whom 
they surround. He has no escape. They begin to molest him, beat 
him, knock him down. Suddenly they see another Jew. Like a dog 
after a hare, they run after him and do the same as they did to the 
other. These barbaric scenes are watched by policeman outside the 
University yards. But the police have no right to enter and interfere. 
In Poland, the Universit:es enjoy extra-territoriality. Without the 
permission of the Dean, or Rector as he is called here, no policemen 
has any right to enter the precincts of the Universities. Even if 
the Minister of the Interior or Elucation was to see such inhuman 
scenes, he would have no right tocall in a policeman and arrest the 
attackers. 


What Can the Government Do? 


Could the Government prevent the anti-Jewish riots whieh 
have reached such large dimensions ? I do not think they could. 


Those who think that the frequett anti-Jewish attacks in Poland 


are just events which break out spontaneously when the blood 
boils are greatly mistaken. The attacks are not the result of 
some street fight or caused by the fact that Jews have not given 
a sufficient number of Jewish dead for the anatomical theatres. 
No. They are a method adopted towards reaching another aim: 
namely, to make the Polish National Democratic Party popular in 
the country. The National Democrats are the greatest antagonists 
of the present Pilsudski regime. They are also the largest party 
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after the Government Party. They know that if Pilsudski lets the 
Government go from his hands, it is they who will take it. And 
they prepare the ground. Having no other field for their activity, 
they use anti-Semitism as a weapon knowing that this will 
work. It makes them the champions of patriotism and brings 
them into the limelight. They point to the Jew as the chief 
evil in the present bad economic state. They attack him, and if the 
Government tries to put matters in order and stop the attacks, they 
point to the Government as the servant of the Jew, thus killing two 
birds with one stone. They publish Hewspapers full of the vilest 
tales about Jews. They cannot write evil about the Government ; but 
they can about the Jews and about those who will not think of them 
asthey do. And the Government, which has not up till now stopped 
all the most wicked anti-Jewish propaganda ever known, cannot, of 
course, stop the anti-Jewish attacks either. For years, the Youth 
Organisation in Poland called the Oboz Wielkiey Polski was spreading 
hatred against the Jews. But the authorities said nothing, thinking 
that they were only attacking Jews. But when they at last realised 
that the Jews are only a means towards an end and that through 
this they attack the Government also, the authorities closed the 
whole organisation and made membership unlawful. 

But it eame too late. The poison had been spread. A Govern- 
ment which did not see the real cause is unable to stop the results 
of it. A Government which did not extinguish the first match put 
fo a building will find itself impotent to put out the flames when 
the whole building is burning. The poison injected into the Youth 
is working. 

Citizens of To-morrow. 

The attacks on Jews in Poland are not the same as twenty 
years ago. They are not even the same as ten years ago. Then it was 
the mob that caused the trouble. Now it is different. It is the 
intelligentsia, the students that assault. It is the future Polish 
officers, priests, doctors, lawyers, civil servants and ministers, the 
leading citizens of to-morrow, that are tainting their hands with 
Jewish blood and suffering. And another difference. In former 
days, it was the average Jew, the one in the old traditional dress, 
who was attacked. The Jew in modern dress, with modern ideas, 
was spared. Now it is the educated class that are being beaten. 
‘Those who should be most enlightened among the non-Jews of Poland 
are beating and injuring those who are, or will be, the best among 
the Jews. And the scenes of the attacks have also changed. From 
the streets, they have been transferred to the seats of learning and 
eulture. Instead of human ideas, human fists are dominating the 
Polish Universities, 


Police Assisted the Hooligans. 
Polish Deputies’ Serious Charges. 

When the Sejm re-opened on Tuesday, the Cinb of Jewish 
Deputies brought forward an interpellation on the Lemberg riots, in 
which they made serious charges against the District Governor and 
the police. Case after case was given in which the police sided with 
the rioters, arresting Jews who were defending themselves, refus.ng 
to interfere on behalf of Jews who were being attacked, and even 
participating themselves in Jew-baiting. The interpellation states 
that disquiet had been growing in the district to such an extent that 
# fortnight before the ontbreak, the Press had drawn the attention 
of the police to the danger. 


Another Jew has been killcd in the Lemberg disturbances—Jeruchom 
Zigelheim, who was attacked by students while travelling in a train and 
was found dead when the train reached Lemberg. 


Australia. 


Sir Daniel Levy, the Speaker of the New South Wales Parliament. 
has been awarded £100 damages in a libel action brous ht against a Labour 
daily, which had accused him of acting as a Shylock during his term of 
oilice as Attorney-General in the temporary State Government. His 
Counsel said that Sir Daniel was a Jew and proud of it, but he objected to 
being called a Shylock. 


Canada. 


The Court at Philadelphia and the Court at Toronto have taken two 
‘different views on the question whether a Canadian-born Jew can style 
himself a Canadian. The question arose in connection with a claim of 


Mr. Harold Green, as a result of injuries received in a motor-car accident. 
The Insurance Company's branch at Toronto refased to pay the claim on 
the ground that Mr. Green deseribed himself in his policv as a Canadian 
and not as a Jew, and the Toronto Court gave a verdict in favour of the 
Company. Mr. Green, however, proceeded against the Head Office of the 
Company in the United States and the Court at Philadelphia gave a verdict 
against the Company, declaring that Mr. Green, being Canadian-born, had 
a right to describe himself in his policy as a Canadian. 


United States. 


The foreman of the composing room of the New York Yiddish daily 
JEWISH MORNING JOURNAL, was held up last week in the building of the 
paper, and robbed of 2,300 dollars, the payroll for the week. The robbers 
have not been canght.

General von Schleicher, the Minister of Defence in the Von Pape

tial Cabinet (not dependent ona majority in Parliament). Jewish 
leaders Jook contidently to him to govern with a firm hand, enforcing 
respect for law and order, and taking steps to put down the anti 
Semitic agitation which incites people to commit acts of violence. 
General von Schleicher has never at any time acted or spoken in 
any way that might be interpreted as anti-Jewish. He has, on the 
contrary, on frequent occasions made it clear that he regards the 
anti-Jewish agitation as harmful to Germany, and in an interview 
recently with a Press representative he described anti-Semitism as 
the height of folly. General Schleicher has already been designate: 
“ the Jewish Chancellor ” by the Nazi Press. 


A serious conflict is in progress between the Rector of the Brunswick

The Disappearance of the Ghettoes. 

A correspondent writes: Fascism, with its cheerful disregard 
for anything between Augustus and Mussolini, is changing the face 
of many famous Italian cities. The great monuments of the Middle 
Ages are, of course, respected. But the old-time alleys and by- 
ways, and the domestic architecture, and above all the significant 
mediocrities of the age of baroque, are disappearing with phenomenal 
rapidity. In the circumstances, Jews cannot complain if the old 
{talian Ghettoes—architecturally undistinguished, generally squalid 
but supremely picturesque—are not being spared. Half-a-dozen have 
disappeared during the ten years that haveelapsed since the inaugura- 
tionof thenew regime. Theremnants ofthe Ghettoof Rome,cvery stone 
of which was redolent of persecution, have been swept away ; that of 
Verona has been reconstructed so drastically that even the old street 
plan is no longer to be traced; that of Rovigo, with its stately old 
Synagogue and its fetid network of alleys, is now only a memory. 
The Jewish quarter of Leghorn (here no actual Ghetto existed) 
is now undergoing the last stages of reconstruction, new streets 
commemo ate the names of Sir Moses Montefiore and 
Rabbi Elijah Benamozegh. The latest victim is Ancona, 
where, in consequence of new street-planning arrangements, 
the historic Italian Synagogue has been marked for destruc. 
tion. Lovers of the picturesque, and students of history, will 
(leplore this wholesale massacre. Ht is too late, now, to do any- 
thing except to say Kaddish, or its archeological equivalent. But 
it is to be hoped that steps have been taken for the preservation 
of a complete photographic record of the doomed buildings and 
areas. These episodes emphasise what should be one of the most 
pressing tasks of Jewish historical and antiquarian socicties—to 
carry out a complete archieological survey of the Jewish quarters in 
the older centres of population, before it is too late. 


Latvia.

The chief point under discussion was the right of 
the Jews to land and work. 


Luxew burs. 


For some time the proprictor of a certain café in Luxemburg has made 
himself notorious for his Nazi inclinations and strong anti-Jewish out- 
bursts. He fixed a notice outside the café that Jews were prohibited from 
entering it, and he made it a nest of the local group of Nazis.

Rumania. 


The Premier, Dr. Mania, has received a deputation of the Jewish 
Parliamentary Club, consisting of Deputies Dr. Ebner, Advocate Landau, 
Advocate Weismann and M. Marton. The deputation submitted a number 
of Jewish demands and expressed the dissatisfaction of the Jews at the 
abolition of the Under-Secretariat for the Minorities (which was created 
by Professor Jorga and continued until the entry into power of the present 
Government’. as well as atthe absence of any reference in the Speech 
from the Throne to the promised new Nationality Bill for the purpose of 
facilitating the naturalisation of the tens of thousands of Staaten/lose in 
the country. The Premicr promised to consider the points raised and 
asenred the Jews that the omission in the Speech from the Throne of a 
reference to the new Nationality Billi was only a technical error and that 
the Bill would be voted by Parliament this session. 


Russia. 


To prove to the Jewish masses that the Jewish religion worked had 


in hand with Czarist despotism is the purpose of the Jewish section of the ° 


Central Anti-Religious Museum, which is to be opened shortly in Moscow. 

About twenty Jews and Jewesses have been arrested in Berditcheff 
on the charge of being speculators. They were all sent for trial and. 
wc cording to Soviet procedure, are liable to be sentenced to death. 

The Russian Government has been compelled to introduce certain 
(hanges regarding the days of rest and the school holidays for the purpose 
of pacifying the peasants. ‘This will also have a far-reaching effect-.on the 
miintenance of Saturday as a day of rest in the Jewish colonies. Largely 
as a result of the opposition of General Voroshiloff, the Minister of War, 
to the Godless campaisn in the Red Army, which, he declared, only 
created dissatisfaction among the peasant soldiers, and also as a 
result of the reports of the conditions in the villages, the Russian 
(ioverament has abandoned the five-day working week system in the 
villages and has restored the seven-day week with Sunday as the day 
of rest. The village schools will henceforth be closed on Sundays and the 
school holidays will be regulated so as to coincide with the principal 
(‘hristian holidays. The Russian Government has also relaxed the five 
clay working week system in the towns, although it has not yet abolished 
it. It is held in « mnpetent quarters that the Jewish colonists can now 
freely adhere to their inclinations to rest on Saturda ys, without any inter- 
ference on the partof the authorities. . All that the Jewish colonists must 
observe now is one day's rest ina seven-day week.

An XVIIIth Century Jewish Physician. 


From Mr. WARREN R. DAWSON. 
To the Editor of Tae Jewisn CHronicie. 

Sik,—In your issue of the 25th November, vou were good cnough 
to refer to my “ Manuscripta Medica,” the recently published 
catalogue of the manuscripts in the library of the Medical Society 
of London, and to one manuscript in particular, which bears the 
initials J. H.S. or 1. H.S. on its title-page. (The capital 
J. and I. are indistinguishable in manuscripts of the period). 

I put forward, not as a positive fact, but merely as a suggestion, 
that the initials might be those of Isaac Henrique Sequira.a Jewish 
physician of Portuguese origin settled in London. One of my critics 
considered this identification far-fetched and thought it more likels 
that the letters stood for “John Hunter, Surgery.’ Had he seen 
the original manuscript this suggestion could never have been made. 
for the initials, added by a later hand, are at the top right-hand 
corner of the title-page of the volume which already bears the legend 
‘ Hunter's Lectures,” and there would be no point in repeating the 
title by initials. The initials are clearly those of a later possessor 
of the book. I adhere, therefore, to my suggestion that the initials 
may bo those of Sequira,

The following biographical notes may interest your rcaders: Tsaae 
Henrique Sequira was born in 1738, and came of a medical family ; his 
father, grandfather and two uncles all being physicians. He studied 
medicine at the Universities of Bordeaux and Leiden, graduating M.D. at 
the latter in 1758. He settled in London and was admitted a Licentiate cf 
the Royal College of Physicians in 1771. Aftcr having lived for some 
years at Bath, he returned to London where he died in Mark Lane, in 
1816. Sequira had a great reputation among his countrymen in England 
and was Physician Extraordinary to the Portuguese Embassy in London. 

It would be interesting to know if there is a miniature ov other portrait 
of him in existence.

For Tuberculous Jewish Children. 
A NON-JEW'S GENEROUS OFFER. 

An offer which may well prove to be the means of saving the lives of 
largo numbers of Jewish invalid children has been made to the Jewish 
Community of this country by Mr. C. Kunzle, the well-known Birmingham 
chocolate manufacturer (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). 

Mr. Kunzle, a non-Jew, is the Pres dent-of the Birmingham Children's 
Hopital and has placed at the disposal of the Hospital part of his chateau 
at Davos Dorf, a sunny and sheltered spot in the Davos Valley, Switzer- 
land, which overlooks a lake and possesses park and mountain lands 
extending to about two hundred acres. 

Davos is said to be one of the leading centres in Lurope for the cure of 
tubercolosis. It is a mountain valicy lying about 5,000 feet above the sea 
and enjoying brilliant sunshine and a dust-free atmosphere and sheltered 
from cold winds. : 

A deputation from the Birmingham Children's Hespital, consisting of 
Professor L. G. Parsons, the Sen‘or Physician, and the House Governor 
and the Matron, which recently visited the chateau at Davos, were; veatly 
impressed with the cquipment and the gencral ariar gc ments, and reported 
that: Weakly children, those predispcred to tuberculosis and those 
suffering from asthma, chronic bronchitis, unresolved pneumonia, mild 
bronchiectasis, bone tuberculosis, tuberculous peritonitis and malnutrition 
after a long Ulness, are eminently suitable cases for a prolonged sojourn 
of three months or longer at Davos."’ 

Now Mr. Kunzie has offered to set aside at the chateau a separate 
wing for Jewish children whose cascs are considered to be suitable for 
treatment at Davos, with the provision of every facility for dietary and 
rcligious observance—provided that he has the advice and support of 
the responsible Jewish authorities in this country. He has no doubt that 
the Swiss Jowish authorities will readily lend their co-operation. 

On Bhur-day afternoon, in last week Mr. Kunzle, together with nurses 
from the Birmingham Children’s Hospital, personally conducted a party 
of invalid children to Davos. Before leaving Victoria Station, he conferred 
with the Rev. B. N. Michelson and Mr. William Golston on the possibility 
of an carly meeting of interested Jewish bodies to plan ways and means 
of putting the scheme into carly operation. Mr. Michelson, in thanking 
Mr. Kunzle for his munificent offer, said that undoubtedly there were many 
Jewish children in London who would derive benefit from treatment 
abroad, and in some cases this was their only hope of life. 

There are not. at present, any available facilities for sending abroad 
Jewish children who need treatment such as that offered by Mr. Kunzle 
in Switzorland.

BIOGRAPHY OR ROMANCE ? 
Josephus, by Lion Feuchtwanger (Martin Secker: 7s. 64. net). 


Reviewed by Dr. CECIL ROTH. 

Now that Llay down Lion Feuchtwanger’s new masterpiece, 
am still uncertain whether it should rightly be considered a 
romantic biography or a biographical romance. It is needless to say 
that the historic setting has been painted by the author with his 
usual consummate skill. No student of the period can fail to be 
impressed by the manner in which the most trivial details reeorded 
by contemporary historians are worked‘nto the picture. The scenes 
in the streets of Rome, the circus of Caesarea, the camp of Titus, 
stand ont before us as vividly as though we were ourselves eye- 
wi nesses. (The wine of Eshko!l, on the other hand, cloys the 
palate after the eighth repetition). It is, of course, part of 
the author's inimitable cvaft that he is able to convey an appear- 
ance of verisimilitude independent of veracity. In more than one 
detail he is guilty of serious slips, and he is plainly less at home in 
Jerusalem or Tiberias than he is in Rome. Again, notwithstanding 
his own intense sympathies, he accepts, with excessive naivety, the 
partisan account of affairs in Palestine given by his own protagonist 

a rabid opponent of the new regime. Thus, we are shown a mob 
of ambitious rutfians controlling Jerusalem at the time of the siege. 
The true state of affairs—the logical opposition of party to party, of 
extremists to moderates, of proletarians to aristocrats, so closely 
foreshadowing the French Revolution of seventeen hundred vears 
later—is overlooked; and the dramatic qualities of the story suffer 
thereby. | 

Another defect of the work is more fundamental. We have 
figures of sober history and figments of the author's imagination 
intermingled bewild-vingly with others which, centaur-like, partake 
of either nature. No-one will quarrel with the psychological study 
of Josephus ‘no hypocrite, though always capable of timely seif- 
delusion) torn between two conflicting loyalties; or of T.tus, 
hesitating between love for an. austerely sensual Berenice .and 
military glory. The vignette of Vespasian, the shrewd Sabine 
peasant, is masterly. 

But Justus of Tiberias, Josephus’ constant rival and counter 
point? Not every reader will realise that barely a single touch of 
Feuchtwanger’s brush is historically justifiable, and that the real 
rivalry between the two, as historians of the events in which they 
were concerned, was yet to begin. And it comes as something of a 
surprise to discover that the crucial episode of the historians 
marriage tothe Egyptian Dorion, in the form in which it is presented, 
is the purest fiction. A novelist could have made his story more 
picturesque by allowing himself greater latitude. An _ historian 
should have shown a more assiduous respect for the truth. 

The English translation has been made with the easy Mastery 
which we are accustomed to expect from Willa and Edwin Muir. In 
afew technical points, nevertheless, they have obviously mis aken 
the sense; while even the “Shema” loses something of its impres- 
siveness When it is rendered in three different fashions in the course 
of a few pages. Such minor defects do not, however, detract from 
*® work which, whether in fact biography or romance, is a supreme 
literary achievement (it is only because of this indisputable fact 
that the present reviewer bas ventured to scrutinise it closely). We 
have in it an unapproachable account of the crushing of an older, 
higher civilisation by a barbarous military machine tthe original 
Gierman title, “ The Jewish War,” gives a clearer perspective than 
the English counterpart). But as one lays down the volume, 
one cannot help feeling that we are at the entructe, and not the 
tinal curtain. Conquered Judwa was yet to give laws to its 
conquerors. Is it too much to hops that Lion Feuchtwanger will 
one day devote his talents to a srmilar canvas of that arresting

PAST AND FUTURE 


‘‘Law and Life According to Hebrew Thought.’’ By Joseph Yahuda. 
LL.B. (Oxford University Press, 10s. 64. net.) 

‘The Jewish Utapia."’ By Michael Higger, Ph.D. (Baltimore : 
The Lord Baltimore Press.)

These two works may conveniently be noticed together for they both 
deal with aspects of Jewish thought, as laid down in the past, and as 
Jooking to the future. We believe that, apart from a reprint of some 
French articles on Palestine, this is Mr. Yahuda’s first excursion into 
authorship. He defines his task as that of “collecting, collating, and 
combining a mass of facts, lawa, legends, customs, statements and 
opinions, Which will help the student to arrive at some clear conclusion 
a3 to the guiding spirit in Hebrew thought.” This is just what he 
fails to accomplish. The book is lacxing in clarity, and the material, 
not. particularly well. selected, is il!-digested. Mr. Yahuda seems 
to have aimed at securing the sympathy of Christian readers 
by working in as many quotations from the New Testament as 
possible in alleged illustration of *‘ Hébrew thotght,” and he goes out 
of his way to attempt to jus ify utterances and teachings by no means 
in accovl with catholic Hebrew. doctrine. His‘airn was excellent dnt he 
bas: signally failed to achieve it,

Dr. Higger's work has all the virtues Which the other lacks. It is a 
comprehensive and admirably arranged avd documented statement of 
Jewish eschatological ideas.’ Here we have Hebrew thought at its best 
and highest, for in his forward looking to the Messianic age the Jew has 
idealised and purified all his ethical notions. Dr. Higger has made wise 
and copious use of Midrashic material in which eschatotogical ideas are 
expounded with a wealth of poetic fancy aud religious fervour not even 
excelled in the most lyrical passages of prophet and psalmist. The author 
‘juotes New Testament passages, but merely for the purpose of heightening 
the effect of other more appropriate material. Christian notions are 
contrasted with Hebrew teaching, not merely quoted as if they represent 
an anthentic part of Hebrew ideology.

The Jew’s first reaction in reading James Laver's fascinating study of 
WeaLeEy (Peter Davies, Ltd., 5s. net) is to wonder whether Judaism in 
England will ever produce a leader who can head a revival of the s me 
sort. Excepting for this, the Jewish interest of the work is slight.

Among the redeeming features of the recent debacle of European 
Jewish scholarship has bee: the grow h in America of new organs of 
expression. The HEBREW UNION COLLEGE ANNUAL is one of the most 
important of trese. The tithe does not quite convey an idea of its impor! 
ance. An ordinary issue contains anything up to 600 pages, as again-' 
some 450 in a year's issues of one of the scientific reviews. Nor are the 
contributors confined to the -seat of learning which has made itself 
responsible for the volume. They are drawn from all over the 
world; and they find the oppertunity of publishing, in the 
Cincinnati annual, monographs of a magnitude which could hardly 
lind admittance clsewhere. (It need hardly be added that they 
are not restricted fo any specific angle of thought though the Hebrew 
Union College is a “ Reform” Institutim). The most recent volume. 
VIII-IX, which is just to hand, is a double one, covering the years 1931-2, 
and conta‘ning 750 pages. Its fourteen articles, written in three langua cs, 
present a fa cinating pot-pourri cf Jewish lore, beginning with a study by 
Dr. Julins Morgenstern on “The Book of the Covenant: Part ITI— Tic 
Huqqgim,” extending over 150 pages, and ending with a strikingly origina! 
article on “The Psychoanalytic Study of Judaism,” by Dr. Abraham 
Cronbach. A contribution of unusual inportance is a complete biblio 
graphy of the famous Russian-Jewish periodical, the EVREISKAIA STARINA. 


All who were privileged to hear Professor Dr. I. Heinemann speak on 
the oecasion of the Jews’ College Jubilee wiil be interested to sce his 
hooklet, Die griechische Weltanschanungslehre bei Juden und Rémern. (Philo 
Verlag. Berlin). Written in his well-nigh classical style, it deals with his 
special subject, and shows how and for what reasons the influence of the 
(areck philosophers on Jewi h thought was different from that on Roma2 
thonght ; how the Greek people, after being reduced to political impotence, 
influenced the Roman conqueror and the world at his command by the 
loftiness of their thought, the pen proving mightier than the sword. To 
Jewish thinkers, they give the philosophical approach never to be lost by 
Jews in medieval or modern times. deepening the Jewish concep- 
tions, and ultimately strengthening their appeal to mind and heart. 
[srael’s spiritual treasures, far from being dopreciated by the contact with 
the Greek ideas, derived in the end a new splendour from such touch, and 
proved thereby anew their unshakable value. Perheps a stronger 
division between the Roman and the Jewish part of the book, OW 
constantly in juxtaposition, would have been an mivantage and a chapter 
on the influence of the Greek ph lozophy on Christian thought a welcome 
addition, but as it is, the book is fall to overtlowing of sublime thon ‘hts 


anc apt quotations and is an intellectual treat of the first order for a 
sabbath afternoon.

No. 683.—Three Theses. 
Biv Dear Cousin, 

One of the pleasantest half-hours in the week is that whieh 
precedes the departure of the Sabbath during the winter months. 
Sitting in the gloaming, beside a bright fire. one is able to conjure 
up places, faces and moods, and to let qne’s thoughts come helter 
skelter on cach other's heels. As lL was enjoving this rare treat last 
Saturday afternoon, | recalled that Christianity puts forward the 
claim that it is the religion of love. Even before Harnack stressed 
the point, itenjoved widespread currency. Yet. as a matter of fact. 
it is Judaism which is the religion of love. 

Christian theologians may have preached the excelleney and 
worth of love; the records of human conduct in the pages of histor, 
give little evidence of the adoption of love as a policy in actual life. 
But Jews have shown in their lives that thev practised love. Like 
Abou ben Adhem they were among those that loved their fellow. 
men. Is it not significant that a Jewish teacher, asked to summarise 
Judaism what time a man stood on one foot, replied: Do not do to 
another what you would not that another should do to vou ™ ? 

Nor does this saying stand alone. There are literally hundreds 
of others like it, and their lessou has impressed itself on the. soul of 
the Jew. That may be one reason why Jewish charity has become 
proverbial. 

In a famous passage in the Talmud, Rabbi Simlai draws 
atiention to the fact that the Torah begins with the story of a 
kindly act—the creation of Adam—and ends with one—the 
burial of Madi. The implication is obvious. The purpose of 
the Torah ts to inculcate «onsideration for others. neighbourl, 
goodwill, charitable action. Indeed, Jewish teaching goes so 
far as to assert that every human being is of as much worth as 
the whole universe. “He prayeth best who loveth best both 
man and bird and beast that is sound Jewish doctrine. “ Be 
among those who suffer and not among those who inflict suffer 
ing; listen to abuse but do not reply; and do all things for love 
of God.” = This advicesin the Talmud is akin to that in the Sermon 
on the Mount: “ Whosoever smiteth thee on thy right check, turn to 
him the other also.” There is, however, this to bear in mind: that 
the Jews actually followed the advice in their lives; they bore their 
persecution in patience, at most crying to God to give them staying 
power. Christians, however, did not always obey the injunction of 
the Sermon on the Mount; their conduct appears to have been 
modelied on the counsel of the well-known painter, Anselm Feuer- 
bach, who preached: “If one smite thee on thy right cheek, give 
him in return two on his lef(! 

The Golden Rule may just’y claim to be of Jewish origin : its 
application extends cven toa man’s'enemy. “If thine enemy be 
hungry, give him bread to eat; and if he be. thirsty give him 
water to drink. Christian teaching boasts that it goes bevond 
this: Christian teaching bids men tove their enemies. Mans 
thinkers have doubted whether this is not asking too much 
of human nafure. Yet it is part and parcel of Christian doctrine. 
Jews may be forgiven if they question its genuineness. For 
if the doctrine were a reality, the Jews would have afforded an 
excellent occas.on for an object lesson in its application. Uf Jews 
were really considered the enemies of Christendom, where was 
the love that according to Jesus was their due? lt has, indeed, 
been pointed out that Jesus himself did not always remember the 
noble words of the Sermon on the Mount. There he taught his 
followers to love their enemies; on another occasion he is made to 
say, “these mine enemies, which would not that I should reign over 
them, bring hither and stay them before me.” 

When all is said, men or communities must be judged rather by 
their actions than by their professions. It is a thesis that may be 
easily supported by reference to the actual facts of life, that in the 
main Jewish life is motived by love, that Jewish ethics are social 
ethics and that modern civilisation is indebted to the Jews for this 
very ideal. 

So I sat and dreamily pondered by the fireside in the gloaming. 
Then another thought floated across my mind. If Judaism is the 
Religion of love, how account for the Le« Talionis—an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth? I recall how in the ancient world the 
conquered enemy was barbarously treated. Nebuchadnezzar put 
out the eyes of his prisoner Zedekiah; the Assyrian monarch 
Assurbanipal reports that he skinned one captive king alive and 
tore out the tongue of another with his own hand. But is it 
necessary to hark back to distant ages for illustrations of this human 
weakness? May it not be found in our own—in times both of war 
and of peace? But was there ever a case on record where Jews 
carried out the Lex Talionis? Search where we will, in Jewish 
literature or in Jewish life, and it becomes clear that the 
law was never given a literal interpretation, but was always 
regarded as implying a fine. Jewish legal practice held that 
where one man does physical injury to another, he owes him 
five-fold payment—for damages, for the pain, for medical 
expenses, for loss of time and for the indignity. The early 
Jewish lawyers realised that it was impossible to enforce the 
“eve for an eye” rule, since if an attempt were made to carry it 
out literally, the victim might lose not only his eye but also 
his life. The formula would then be not “ an eye for an eye” 


but “an eye for a life and an eye.” Jewish opinion in quite early 
times took the view that “an eye for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth” implies an adequate fine for personal assault; and this 
has been the interpretation throughout the ages. Tris, too, is a 
thesis that may easily be demonstrated. 

| dreamed on and recalled that in the Jewish view of life pro- 
Vision Was tiade for care for animals. IT remembered a passage in 
Lecky's History of European Morals,” which bears on the point. In 
the range and circle of duties inculcated by the early Fathers those 
to antmals had no place. This is, indeed, the one form of humanity 
Which appears more prominently in the Old Testament than in the 
New.” Lecky rightly also points out that among Jews there were ne 
wild beast combats. “ The rabbinical writers,” he goes on.” have been 
remarkable for the great emphasis with which they inculcated the 
duty of kindness to animals.’ Yet there are misguided people who 
in their ignorance condemn the Jewish method of slaughter. Why, 
Jews go so far in their care for animals that they interpret the 
injunction to feed your enemy as applying even to wild beasts! 
*Sy3 for an 
unimals feelings—must appealto alllovers of animals. The Talmud 
declares the conception to be of Divine origin, and deduces rules 
from it for the treatment of animals. In the Jewish view, 
God aids animals no less than men; His tender mercies are 
over all His works. Hence it is the duty of a Jew to feed 
his animal before he proceeds to feed himself SIN5 “OR). 
onp ods swed. Jewish moralists realised that 
he who is considerate to animals will inevitably be con- 
siderate to his fellow-creatures. The author of Proverbs 
was but expressing a view current among Jews when he wrote, 
“A righteous man regardeth the life of his beast.” Com- 
menting on this passage the Midrash declares that the good man 
will deal kindly with his animal, even if it has made him angry. 
Jewish opinion condemns hunting, just as Jewish teaching set its 
face against the beating of an animal. A medieval moralist declares 
against the whipping of an animal in the belief that it is lazy. He 
counsels the good man-to make certain that the animal Jas no 
difficulties to overcome. An animal should not be overioaded ; a 
sick animal should be carefully tended. 

Here is the third thesis—that Judaism, above most other 
religions, stresses the doctrine of kindness to animals. Come to 
think of if, a true comprehension of the duty to love one’s neigh. 
bour cannot stop short at human beings. tn fine, not only are 
Jewish ethics of a high order. but Jewish life has for two thousand 
vears and more been moulded by it. Kindness is bred in the bone. 
As long as the world is cruel, so long will there be need in the world 
for Jewish teaching. A suitable thought this, for the half-hour before 
the Sabbath terminates, as one sits and thinks in the gloaming. 
Some Jews utilise the time in chanting Psalms. But thinking ts 
also Divine worship.

A Call to the Jewish Community. 


THE PROBLEM OF ST. GEORGE'S-IN-THE-EAST. 


Appalling Slum Conditions. 


Sy Miss NETTIE ADLER, J.P. 

li will come as a shock to a good many of our people to learn 
that the worst area for congestion and overcrowding in the whote 
County of London, is the district inhabited mainly by our co- 
religionists, the North-West Ward of St. George’s-in-the-East. With 
237°8 persons per acre against the average of 57 for the w hole of 
London, this district gives less breathing space per person than 
St. John's. Southwark. or the notorious Golborne Ward of the Royal! 
Borough of Kensington. It possesses some of the most cramped and 
insanitary courts and alleys in the county, many only a few feet 
wide: their houses are without back yards, without drainage and 
without water, the only supply being outside in the open court. 
Such sanitation as is available is also outside, sometimes less thaan 
«yard away from the living room in which the food of the family 
is kept and eaten, Shut in by other buildings or walls, the sun 
seldom penetrates into these hidden dwelling places. For they are 
really hidden, the approach through arches under houses being so 
narrow, that no one but the inhabitants and social workers know 
of their existence. The majority of the old houses in the streets 
possess hasements to which air and light only come through a small 
vrating inthe pavement. Most ‘of the oldest dwellings are vermin 
ridden and seem to render hopeless any efforts by the sanitary 
authority to exterminate the nuisance. In the summer, some of 
these “ homes" are almost uninhabitable. 

While it is true, of course, that some improvement has taken 
place in recent years, nevertheless, while noting such improvement, 
the Jewish Board of Guardians’ enquiry into the housing condit:ons 
of the recipients of relief, presented by the President on 30th March 
1931. continus the experience of Care Committee visitors and other 
workers and shows that the statements contained in this article 
ure in no way exaggerated. Of 2,770 cases investigated by the 
Board, 407 were found to be overcrowded. Less than half 


ihe dwellings had their own water supply, and in many cases 


the sanitation, which was cither inthe basement or in a back yard, 
was shared by several families. Some of the cases are described as 
“terribly overcrowded.’ Perbaps the worst indictment is to be 
found in a statement in the Report, that “there are cases coming to 
the notice of the Health Department for convalescent treatment, 
which cannot be accepted, because their home conditions are so 
bad. Experience shows that when a child's poor state of health is 
primarily due to overcrowded conditions, convalescent treatment 
renders that child less able to resist those conditions when it is 
obliged totreturn to them after convalescence.” 
35,000 Overcrowded People. 

lt will be asked: Are not the local authorities. the London 
County Council and the Stepney Borough Council doing anything 
mthe matter? Both bodies have accomplished some building in 
Stepney, but they have not touched deeply the heart of the problem. 
The Census returns show that 15,952 persons are living more than 
three to a room, and that close upon 2,000 people are living more 
than tive toa room; that 17,093 people are living in 8,357 rooms: 
are, in fact, living in definitely overcrowded conditions. 

Of course, conditions vary ; some are worse than others. One 
case, seen the other day, showed ten persons, father, mother and 
eight children ‘the eldest twelve) in one room, for which ten shillings 
weekly was paid. In another, the parents and five children lived 
in a sort of loft up a rickety staircase. The most serious inpstanc s 
are those of parents and adult boys and girls, compelled to occupy 
only two rooms because they cannot find new accommoda*‘ion. 

The question which naturally emerges is: Why do not these 


people seek better quarters elsewhere, seeing that the London. 


County Council has built some 50,000 houses since the War. The 
provision made so far is quite ‘nadequate for London's needs and 
consequently, no applications for tenancies are entertained, except 
from persons of British birth or nationality. As the greater majority 
of the people who are living in slum conditions in North-West St. 
Gieorge's are neither British-born nor naturalised, thea 
of their getting away from their homes, unless they can secure one of 
the flats provided by the Stepney Borough Council or are able to find 
accommodation themselves.

The Lewis Trust lays down similar 
conditions regarding nationality as does the London County Council. 
It should be pointed out, however, that persons displaced by the 
Council for clearance schemes, are re-honsed irrespective of alien 
birth. 
It will be seen, therefore, that, so far, no municipal housing has 
been forthcoming in the most crowded part of Stepney, and that 
the projected Ellen Street plan, if and when it is undertaken, is but 
i drop in the ocean. The position is so grave that something must 
be done, and the moment seems opportune for the work to be under- 
tuken by the Jewish Community itself, both as a religious and as a 
civil duty. The people who came to these shores before ihe War 
came because they were fleeing from actual persecution, or from 
hardships and miseries which amounted to persecution. In the days 
of the earlier influx, between 1887 and 1905, the Four Per Cent, 
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Industrial Dwellings Company, financed almost entirely by members 
of our Community, did a fine piece of work by building homes for over 
5,700 persons. The Company is a solid investment, for it pays four 
per cent. exclusive of income tax. But probably most of the share- 
holders would agree, that the time has come when the Company 
chould transform itself into a Publée Utility Society, with interest 
limited to 34 or 4 per cent., should build again and apply for grants 
under the Housing Act of 1924, which amounts to £9 is. 6d. annually 
per house or tenement for 40 years, such grant being £7 10s. from 
the Government and £1 17s. 6d. from the London County Counc). 
It would be competent too, for su bh a society (though it is a much 
slower process) to pr weed by slum clearance and to claim, under 
the Housing Act 1930 70 per person re-housed.

ly St. Pancras, where conditions have been very similar to those 
existing in St. George's, work has been and is being accomplished 
by three bodies, the London County Council, the St. Pancras Borough 
Council and the St. Pancras House Improvement Society, set up by 
Father Je!licoe of the Magdalen College Mission, in 1924, ° with £250 
capital, no site and no hope,” as we are told in n Housing Happen. 
ings.” Now the capital is £175,102 and the roof is now on the third 
block of the Garden Estate. The Society has cleared a very bad 
slum aren and has re-housed the people at low rents but pays, 
nevertheless 3} per cent. interesh and 2} per cent. on loan 
funds. Rents range from 18s. to lls. One of the smaller flats 
seen by the present writer, costs 9s. weekly (two rooms, kitchenette. 
bathroom and lavatory) with an extra charge of 2s. weekly 
for electric hot-water heater, electric cooking stove, electri 
fire and electric flat iron. The Housing Society are proposing to 
lower rents in proportion to the size of families. They work on the 
principles laid down by Miss Octavia Hill and are, therefore, in close 
touch with their tenants. Some idea of the homes from which their 
population came may be gathered from the fact that most of their 
possessions had to be burnt before taking up their new quarters, 
So far the Society has housed 900 person in 180 flats, and it has been 
done, first by imprevement of a few existing dwellings, ~ decanting 
from the worst into the better, and then by building up each block 
gradually so’as to de-house each group without bardship. Such 
“decanting” would be easy in St. George's, where space for a first 
block already exists in Boyd Street and Ellen Street. 

There are mayy people, however, who feel, not without reason, 
that it would be. better, if any housing scheme which is undertaken, 
could.be placed outside the centre of East London, in Mile End, 
Hackney or North Islington. A site shouid not be impossible of 
ittainment. The Lewis Trust secured one in Amburst Road two or 
three years ago, and their buildings are nesrly completed. A spark 
of enthusiasm is needed to get the work going, and such a spark 
should be engendered surely by the thought, that scores of our boys 
and girls are growing up in surroundings which are subversive of 
physical health and sometimes of moral health. 


Soup Kitchen. 
OPENING FOR THE WINTER SEASON. 

The Soup Kitchen for Jewish Poor in Butler Stréet, Spitalfields. 
was opened for the winter season on Monday evening by Mr. IL. M. 
Sieff (who was accompanied by Mrs. Sieff), Mr. Samurn SAMUEL 
M.P., the President of the Kitchen, presided. 

Food will be distributed this season on Mondays, Tuesdays, Wednes- 
days and Thursdays, and will consist of soup and bread on each of thesc 
cvenings and Kasher maigarine and sardines on alternate evenings. In 
mddition, pilchards and an extra portion of bread are given on Thursdays 
to help the poor over the wee's-end. Last season food was given for over 
4,000 nightly. 

Mr. SAMUEL SAMUEL said that the Soup Kitchen was now one of the 
oldest Institutions in the Community and served a useful purpose, with 
Which all of those present were acquainted, in supplying feod to the poor 
of their Community. Among the recipients were many who had probably 
at one time lived in good homes and did not know what want Was, but 
uWing to circumstances over which they had no control they had been 
reduced to dire poverty. He appealed not only to those present but to the 
Community in general to try and put that Institution. which was doing 
such good work, on a proper financial footing to enable them to meet the 
demands of the increasing number of reeple that would be ec 
that season. Mr. Samuel welcome 
knew how large-hearted he was and always Willing to do good work. 

Mr. I. M. SIEFP, in declaring the Kitchen open for the season, said 
that in helping their fellow-men they were fulfilling a very profound! 
fanction of human nature. That institution not only served the needs of 
the poor of their own Community, but he nnderstood that after their needs 
had been satisfied, the doors were opened wide there to all those who 
oe egrX relief, irrespective of race or creed. That, after all, was carrying 
fundamental injunctions of Jewish ethics, looking afte:

PERPETUAL GOLDEN BOOK INSCRIPTION. 
Address by Professor Brodetsky. 


“IF GREENBERG HAD BEEN ALIVE TO-DAY.” 


The first Jahrzeit of Mr. Leopold J. Greenberg, late Editor of 
of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, was fittingly commemorated on Sunday 
by the presentation to Mrs. Greenberg of a Golden Book Certificate, 
provided by the L. J. Greenberg Perpetual Golden Book Fund. 

The function, over which. Mr. Ropert B. SoLtomon, the President 
of the Jewish National Fund, presided, was held at the residence 
of Mr. and Mrs. Solomon, 14, Holland Park Road, W.14. It is the 
first time in the annals of the J.N.F. and of the Zionist Movement 
that a Perpetual Golden Book Fund has been established. As was 
announced at the function, the unique character of the presentation 
means that at every future anniversary of Mr. Greenberg s death, 
his name will be inscribed in the great commemorative volume of 
the Jewish People. 

Mr. ROBERT B. SOLOMON first read a letter which he had rececived 
from Dr. M. D. Eder, who was also to have been present, in which, after 
regrett ng his unavoidable absence through indisposition, he wrote : 

My long years of friendship and comradeship with the late Mr. I. J. Green. 
berg move me to feelings of special affection and respect, andas I most fall) 
appreciate the work of the J.N.F., IL think that the coupling of his name with 
that great work in the way that has been accompi.s red -as a happy inspiration 
which lam certain would have enlisted his warm appreciation. 

They were met, said Mr. SOLOMON, to commemorate the first 
anniversary of the death of Mr. L. J. Greenberg, one whose absence from 
their midst had been perhaps more felt during the past year than any. 
body wonll have thought would have been the cise at the time cf his 
death. For his forceful personality and the adherence to principle 
which marked his Hfe and about which there were many tokens of 
appreciation at the time of his death, were sorely needed during the 
past tweive months to guide and inspire them during those difficult 
times. They of the J.N.F. could remember over a long period cf 
years, how the columns of his paper and his vo.ce were always 
ready to help and inspire them. They had appreciated that help, 
they had missed that counsel, but his memory had been with them 
perpetually during those last twelve months, and they bad decided long 
ago that even as during his lifetime he was always thinking of them, s» 
after his death they would do that which would continually remind them 
of him. From th’'s thought had sprung the idea of the perpetual inscrip- 
tion of his name on every aniversary of his death in the Golden Book. 


The Three Periods of L. J. Greenberg's Zionism. 

Professor 8. BRODETSKY said he need hardly say that he considerca it 
a& great privilege to carry out this dnty of handing over to Mrs. Greenberg 
and the other members of the Greenberg family that Golden Book 
Certificate. The personality of Mr. Greenberg was associated, he thought, 
in the minds of all Zionists of the comparatively younger generation with 
the romantic period in Zionism which set in with the foundation of the 
Zionist Organisation by Theodor Herzl. If they considered the Zionist 
career of the man whose memory they were commemorating that day, he 
thought it was right to consider it in three periods—the period during 
which Mr. Greenberg was a confidant and lieutenant of Herzl himsclf; the 
period of Mr. Greenberg as a foree in English Zion'sm, particularly in the 
English Zionist Federation ; and the period of Greenberg as Editor of THE 
JEWISH CHHRONICLE. 

‘The association of Greenberg with Herzl in the first years of the 
Zionist Movement, said Professor Brodetsky, was one of those chaptcrs in 
the history of Zionism about which many of the younger generaticn did 
not know as much as they should, It was to him a great pleasure as wel! 


a8 & means of instruction to read the diaries of Herzl and the accounts of « 


his contacts with English Zionism. He thought that for quite a number of 

years there had been, so faras the Zionism of Great Britain was concerned, 
- @ certain feeling of inferiority. He remembered that quite a number of 
years after the war there was a common feeling among English Zionists 
that somehow they were not playing the part which they shoull 
play in the development of the movement. But it was quite clear that 
in the carly days of the movement English Zionists played a very promi- 
nent part in that development, and if he mentioned the namics of that 
remarkable sct of men—Zangwill, Greenberg and Coweu—they would 
realise the kind of men which that particular period produced. The time 
was coming when the position of the Engl sh Zionists in the world move- 
ment would become much stronger than it had been for the last ten or 
twelve years. 

Dealing with the second p-riod, Professor Brodetsky recalled the fact 
that Mr. Greenberg was one of the first officials of the English Zionist 
Federation and for a long time Hon. Secretary. He remembered this 
fact particularly because, as it. happened, the very first occasion 
which he had had for doing anything in public in connection with 
Yionism was under the Chairmanship of L. J. Greenberg. It was in 
1908 when he first took part in the first Zionist public meeting in 
London and it was under the Chairmanship of L. J. Greenberg. 
He well remembered that meeting not only because it was his first 
experience of a large Zionist meeting, but because it was his first introduc- 
tion to Greenberg personally and to the politics of the English Zionist 
Federation. Ho well remembered the speech which Greenberg gave on 
that occasion from the Chair. That was a period of intense differences 
between two conceptions of Zionism which had been in the past designated 
as practical Zionism and political Zionism, and within the Zionist 
ranks of Great Britain there were for a considerable time two currents 
xepresented by these two points of view. It was not at all surprising that 
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men like Greenberg and Cowen should have been associated particularly 
with what was then considered to be the Herzlian conception of Zionism. 


As Editor of “The Jewish Chronicle.” 

Dealing with the third period of Mr. Greenberg's carcer, Professor 
BRODETSKY said that the function of a newspaper was, of course, es-en- 
tially to give the reader news. At the same time, it was quite obvions 
to everybody who had any cxperience of the modern newspaper that 
the Editor or Proprietor of a powerful modern newspaper had the means 
of helping or hindering important social and political developments. It 
was clearly of the very greatest importance to a movement like the 
Zionist movement, that a chief organ of public opinion like THE Jewisi 
CHRONICLE—a paper which occupied a prominent position among Engl sh 
speaking Jews not only in this country, but in many parts of the Empire— 
should represent the national view of Jewish life. And in this respect one 
could say that the THE JEWISH CHRONICLE had played a most important 
part in the shaping of opinion in this country. He believed that if there 
ever Was a possibility of misinterpretation or misunderstanding with 
regard to the attitude of Englich Jewry towards Zionism and the 
work in Palestine, this misinterpretation and misunder-tanding was 
immediately removed by the fact that THE JNWiIsH CHRONICLE came out 
on the side of Jewish Nationalism. The. service which THr JEWisn 
CHRONICLE gave to the Zionist movement was one they would always 
remember with appreciation and gratitude. Now, thisdid not mean to say 
that THE JEWISH CHRONICLE under Greenberg was in any sense associated 
with the Zionist World Organisation. He thought that Greenberg himself 
would have utterly repudiated the idea cf being the mouthpiece of 
anybody else. He represented his own opinion and attitude, and, 
as Was /well known to many of them, over and over again 
his views on political questions did not agree with the official 
views of the Zionist Organisation, and over and over again there were 
clashes between Greenberg as Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE and those 
on the Executive of the Federation. Neverthe:ess, these clashes were 
clashes which represented loyalty to an ideal on hoth sides, and at no 
moment could it be said that these differences of opinion between THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE and the Executive marred in any way the loyalty of 
Girecnberg to the Zionist Organisation and the appreciation aud loyalty 
of the Zionist Organisation to this great pionecr of Zionism. He menticned 
this becanse he believed that the Jewish Press must play, and should play. 
a decisive pait in maintaining the moral of the Jewish people and the 
sound principles of the Zionist faith. The great service which Greenbers 
save to the Zionist moyement and the Jewish people would a'ways remain 
a grateful memory in the minds of Zionists. 


The Principles he wou'd have Emphasised. 


It was not sufficiently known, continued the speaker, that what 
Greenberg said in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE did not remain within the 
confines of that paper, but was quoted all over the world, particularly in 
the Palestine Press. And he thought he was right in saying that the 
death of Greenberg was mourned just as much by Zionists and Jews a}! 
over the world as by the Jews and Zionists of this country. The chicf 
thought which should actuate them was the thought of gratitude 
that a man like Greenberg was given as a gift to the Zionist Organisation, 
to the Zionist movement, and to the Jewish nation. One naturally 
asked oneself, if Greenberg had lived during the past year, if he« 
were alive to-day, how would he have judged the developments of th« 
period? He had gathered from the last article which -he had 
written for THE JEWISH CHRONICLE that he had indicated that better 
news was coming from Palestine, and they must all admit that during thi 
past year there had been a very considerable improvement in the situation 
in Palestine, certainly from the point of view of economic developments. 
And one natwaly asked oneself what attitude would he have adopted to 
the present situation? If Greenberg had been alive to-day he believed he 
would have emphasised in connection with the developments of the past 
year the following three principles: the principle of the land so happily 
associated with his memory by that afternoon's ceremony, the principle 
that there was no Jewish National Home possible unless that Home was 
rooted in the Jewish soil in Palestine ; secondly, he would have stressed 
the principle that there was no Jewish National Home unless it meant the 
cohcentration in Palestine of a large Jewish population that should have 
sufficient size to make a difference not only to the development of Palestine 
but to the attitude and fortunes of Jewry all over the world; thirdly, 
he would have emphasised as most important of allthe status of the 
Jewish people in Palestine-the status of the Jews who went to 
Palestine, not as individual wanderers back to an ancient home, but as 
members of a nation returning to the future home of this nation. This 
difference must be emphasised on every po-sible occasion, and he 
believed that Greenberg would have done justice to this principle in a 
manner in which he could not attempt to do. He mentioned these 
three points becatise he believe I that they signalised the attitude of that 
great man whose incmory they were commemorating that day towards 
the probiem of Palestine and the Zionist Movement. They had the 
privilege that day of having Mrs. Greenberg among them, and he had 
great pleasure in handing the certificate to her as a recognition of the 
part which the family of Greenberg had played on behalf of the Palestine 
Movement. 

‘Essentially a Public-minded Man.” 

Mr. IVAN GREENBERG (son of the late Mr. Greenberg) said he had 
been asked by his step-mother to say on her behalf and on behalf of the 
family how very sincerely they appreciated the manner in which the 
J.N.F. had commemorated the passing of his father. That function 
following as it did upon the first anniversary of his father's death very 
naturally produced poignant cmotional stress for the recipient 
of the certificate, and he was sure they would, in the circumstances, 
excuse Mrs. Greenberg from speaking to them. In words far more eloquent 
than he could command, a correspondent had written to THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE that week of the vigour and vitality that was IL. J. 
Greenberg's. He was so vital, so full of the intensity of life that it 
almost seemed incongruous to associate the thought of him with death. And 
80, those who still mourned him and in the periods of panse from work stil) 
felt the sad emptiness which his going had left them, were unable for long 
to remain in the condition of melancholy which is commonly attached to 
bereavement. The very memory of him was energising and invigorating. 
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He was so intensely vital an‘ so fully represented that Jewish attitacte 
which regarded life as something good something supremely good, some- 
thing so worth while, that it compensated a hundred times for the pain, the 
disappointments, and the frustrations by which pess:mists sought to justify 
their philosophy. And so, when they thought of L. J. Greenberg, there came 
to them over and above their grief a feeling of gratitude at having known 
him and an echo of that healthy happiness which his presence used always 
to evoke. For his childven anything associated with the J.N.P. had about 
it a peculiarly intimate atmosphere. It was almost as though they were 
back home again. The Blue Collecting Box was among their carliest 
recollections. It took their minds back to the time when their father 
used to tell them of the great ideal of the J.N.F., of a land of Israel 
that should be the property of all Israel, not parcelled out for personal 
aggrandisement or individual profit but, as he envisaged it, inhabited 
by a people who should be in the fullest and highest sense of the phrase, 
God’s people-a people living by those eternal: principles which the 
Hebrew prophets had proclaimed. L. J. Greenberg was essentially a 
public-minded man and the lesser affairs of life, personal matters, 
individually important but publicly insignificant, which filled nine-tenths 
of the thoughts of lesser men, were of little interest to him. In fact. he 
was bored by them. And yet, on the other hand, he was ver)

that had no pract’cal applicability. He was in sense a sirange 
combination. Hie had the vision of the statesman and the common. 


sense of the truly efficient business man, It was common knowledge 
that when a quarter of a century ago he took over THE JEWISI 
CHRONICLE, that paper, like Tur Times when the late Lord North 
cliffe took over that great organ, was in a state of financial anaemia. 
He used to tell humorously that the cash in hand with which he 
had to bring out his first issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE amounted 
to Ss. 4d. in the till. He took over THE JEWIstt CHRONICLE from 
the late Mr. Isracl Davis who dicd some six years ago. ‘There was in his 
father's attitude to a newspaper something entirely detached from 
crdinary business. He used to say that those principles which might 
prove very admirable in gencral business, were often fatal in the case of 
x newspaper. He had heard him say that success in the newspaper world 
came more often from wise expenditure than narrow economy 
quite the reverse of what some of them had been taught .in then 
youth as the basis of business policy. Narrow cconomy was, of course, 
a policy which he could not tolerate because he was a big: man to whom 
narrow measures were cntirely alien. In that same communication 
in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE to which he had just referred, there 
twas mention of the great love and affection which L. J. Greenberg had 
for his fellow men. Very rightly. the author of that communication 
recorded that for many whose policy he most ferociously attackcad he, at 
the same time, had a yery deep personal affection. This led to a great 
deal of confusion and misunderstanding, but it was something which they 
who knew him personally could vouch for as being absolutely truc. In 
conclusion Mr. Greenberg conveyed his thanks to all those who had con- 
tributcd to the inscription and mentioned in particular the name of Mr. 
Hille, who had collected a considerable proportion of the total sum. He 
thanked Professor Brodetsky for having given them an cloquent out. 
line of his father’s work as that speaker remembered it during the days 
since he took a very active and valuable part in the Zionist movement. 
He also thanked all those who had come that afternoon, the Host and 
Hostess for their hospitality, and Mr. 8. S. Levin, Secretary of the Jewish 
National Fund, who had becn responsible for organising that function.

Rabbi Meir Berlin. the President of the World Mizrach’

Rabbi BerLIn praised the efforts made by Mr. Farbstein, the 
Mizrachi member of ‘the Palestine Jewish Agency Executive, t 
bring into Palestine as many Jews of the middle-classes as possible 
He went on to declare that he is against any idea of making Palcs 
tine a bi-national Stats of Jew and Arab. “~ The Mizrachi does noi 
come like others to experiment in Palestine,” he said, “we want to 
bring Jews into Palestine and to build it up and then experiment. 
Rabbi Berlin also expressed strong opposition to the proposed intro 
duction of an income tax into Palestine. (The political situation ip 
Palestine would remain unsatisfactory, he concluded, so long as th. 
doors of Palestine were not open to free immigration. 

Rabbi FisHMan, the Chairman of the Mizrachi World Executive, 
said that the economic situation in Palestine was good but, in con 
trast to this, there was the politically involved internal situation 
The recent crisis in the Executive of the Jewish Agency was due to 
the fact that Mr. Emanuel Neuman and Mr. Farbstein were alway. 
overruled in their demands for more tmuenigration certificates fo: 
middle-class clements and a larger allotment in the budget fo. 
middle-class immigration, 

Rabbi WoLr Gop, President of the American Mizrachi Organiss 
tion, expressed satisfaction with the attitude of the new Palestin 
High Commissioner, which. he said. had resulted in the elevation 
of Jewish prestige. But the inner Zionist situation, he went on. 
presented a totally different picture. He devoted considerable time 
to discussing the educational svstem in Palestine, and urged th: 
need of rousing Orthodox Jewry to take more interest in the 
problem. 

Mr. Harry harp, the Vice-President. of the Mizrachi Youth 
Organisation, reported that the Mizrachi Youth number 30,000, . 
they participate, lhe said, in the religious, cultural and all othe: 
uspects of Palestine work.

Allocation of Immigration Certificates. 


LARGE MAJORITY FOR POLAND. 


Tho Jewish Agency has allocated the Labour immigration 
echedule for the current half-vear as follows: 1,060 labourers and 
“0 artisans and craftsmen from Poland, 215 labourers and 45 artisaus 
and craftsmen from Rumania. 195 labourers and 18 artisans from 
Lithuania, 180 labourers from Aden, 90 labourers and 28 artisans 
from Germany, 90 labourers and 5 artisans from Latvia, 70 labourers 
and 5 artisans from Czecho-Slovakia, 52 labourers and 50 artisans 
from Greece. 40 labourers and 25 artisans from America, 35 labourers 
and 6 artisans from Austria. 30 Inbourers from Russia, and 30 
labourers from Jugo-Slavia. 

The remaining immigration permits have been sent to twents 
four other countries in Europe, America and Asia. The 1,200 per- 
mits in the category of “ Relatives of Residents” were not incinded.

QUESTION IN PARLIALIENT. 


Mr. D. Abas (Lab. Poplar S.fasked the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies in the House of Commons whether he was aware that 
40 Jews were employed on public works at the end of 1951 out of a 
total of 280 persons thus employed in Jerusalem where the Jews 
constituted nearly 60 per cent. of the population, and that at the same 
date 55 Jews out of a total of 480 workpeople were employed in the 
northern district: and whether he will take steps to see that the 
undertaking made in the Prime Minister's letters to Dr. We zmann., 
of 15th of February, 1951 was implemented. 

Sir P. CUNLIFFE-LISTER eaid: I have seen the memorandum by 
the Jewish Agency which contains the statistics quoted by the 
honourable Member. It is clear from the memorandum that the 
figures for Jerusalem refer to public works carried out by the 
Jewish Municipality. The Annual Report on the Administration of 
Palestine for 1931 shows that in that vear the permanent staff of the 
Public Works Branch of the Jerusalem Municipality consisted of 194 
persons, of whom 65 were Jews, and that the amount of work done 
during 1951 in terms of men-days was 10,067, of which 2,935, or 
approximately 82 per cent., were allotted to Jews. I have no official 
figures regarding the Northern District. Consultations between the 
Government of Palestine and the Executive of the Jewish Agency as 
to the Jewish contribution to public revenue have made progress. 
and a scheme for determining the Jewish share of employment on 
public works is now engaging the attention of the Government.

JEWISH BLOC IN AN ARAB WORLD. 

The Times OF INDIA publishes a report from Basra, in Lragq. 
suggesting the possibility of an interchange of the numerous Jews 
living in Bagdad-and Basra with the Arabs from Palestine. who 
would be sent in their place to Iraq. The more practical and 
thoughtful Zionists have been extremely concerned, proceeds the 
paper, with the fature of Judaism in Palestine, owing to the 
numerical preponderance of the Arab population. and such a 
scheme, it says, is the outcome. Wholesale deportations of popula- 
tion, it continues, have no longer any terror for the Near Eastern 
world after the experience of the Greeks and the Turks, which 
has worked out very well; and the same sort of thing might 
be practicable as between Palestine and Iraq. Iraq, it goes on, is 
overwhelmingly a Moslem country. But there is a large and 
important Jewish minority numbering 60,000 in Bagdad alone.

Death of Samaritan High Priest. 


AN ANCIENT ISRAELITE S“CT. 

f-cac Ben Amram, the High Priest of the Camaritans. known as 
fhe Cohen Hagodel, has died at the age of seventy, at Nablus (the 
tiblical Shechem), the seat of the Samaritan sect. 

The Samaritans. an Israelite sect, who came into existence in 
the 8th Century n.c.. after the separation of Judah and Israel, have 
dwindled to ouly about 200 souls. A few years ago, they were 
reported to have increased slightly. to about 230. The Zicnist 
Organisation has estab:ished a school for them in Nablus. and then 
younger people are taking an interest in colonisation. Nablus is 
one of the most rabid centres of Arab anti-Jewish feeling. and Jews 
are frequently molested going. to Mount Gerizin. After the 192% 
riots. even the Samaritans were subjected to Arab hostility and 
lodged a complaint with the Government that their High Priest had 
been insulted and their Services disturbed.

“Slaughter of Animals" Tactics. 


LABOUR QUESTIONS IN PALESTINE. 
From our Parliamentary Correspondent.) 


House Or COMMONS. 


There appears to be a good deal of manwuvring in connection 
with the second readings of the two Slaughter of Animals Bills. 
The “ Bovine” Bill is now down for second reading on Monday 
neat, but as other Measures will also engage the attention 
of the House on that day, it is not. in the least unlikely that the 
consideration of this Bill will have to be still further deferred, 
Perhaps on account of their greater experience with Measures relat- 
ing to the subject, the promoters of the Slaughter of Animals Bill. 
which is the more general mn its scope, are Waiting for an opportunity 
of introducing it at a time when the chances of a decision being 
made by the House are more favourable, and they have set down 
the second reading for Friday, February 3rd, 1933, shortly after the 
recess. A Private Members Bill usually has a better chahce for a 
successful issue of a dehate when taken ona Friday, and as the date 
chosen is one on which there is little likelihood of another Measure 
being put down, the prospects of the Bill going to Committee stage 
are favourable, provided, of course, that the House is in session on 
the date fixed for second reading. If the unexpected should 
happen and the House has not resumed its sittings on the date 
fixed, further complications will arise and both the Bills will 
have to wait some considerable time for second readings. I 
understand that the promoters of the respective Bills are 
preparing to attack each others’ Measures. Happily the state of 
warfare within the Jewish Community on this question seems to 
have abated very considerably, and judging by the signs to be 
discerned in the lobby, it would appear that there is a greater degree 
of reconciliation within the Community than has hitherto been the 
case. 

Recent events in Poland in which the Jewish Community has 
been subjected to attack, have provoked a good deal of discussion 
in Parliamentary circles, and attempts have been made to obtain 
from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs information in regard 
io these anti-Semitic outbreaks. The report which the Government 
expects to receive from His Majesty's Ambassador at Warsaw, is 
being anxiously awaited by Members. 

The Labour situation in Palestine is being closely watched in 
Parliamentary circles, and some concern is felt lest the conflict 
among Labour Organisations in the country may create obstacles 
which will retard the normal development of Palestine industry. 
The proposal to establish Labour Employment Exchanges is con- 
sidered in some quarters to offer the most satisfactory solution to 
ihe present difficulties, and to provide a way out for those employers 
who are reluctant to deal with labour groups formed on a Party 
basis and influenced in the main by political considerations. There 
seems to be a tendency among Labour Leaders in Palestine to favour 
the establishment of Labour Exchanges on which workers, emplovers 
ud Jewish National Organisations are represented. 


Effect of Jewish Progress on Arab Population. 


On Wednesday afternoon, Mr. DAvip ApDAms, the Labour 
yntmber for South Poplar asked the Colonial Secretary whether the 
(ensus Returns showed an increase or a decrease in the Arab 
population in those districts where most progress had been made in 
Jewish settlement. Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister informed him that 
the Report on the 1981 Census showed an increase in the non- 
Jewish population in such sub-districts as those of Jerusalem, Jaffa, 
Haifa and Tiberias. 

Mr. ADAMS also asked how the emigration of Palestine Arabs to 
other countries compared with their pre-War emigration, and 
received the reply from Sir Philip that he had not the required 
particulars for the time when Palestine still formed part of the 
Ottoman Empire, and could not therefore make the comparison, 


“Moral Disarmament.’ 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS UNION MEETING, 
A meeting was held, under the auspices of the League of Nations 
Union, at the Central Hall, Westminster, on Wednesday evening last, on 


‘*Moral Disarmament.” Professor Gilbert Murray was in the Chair. The 
Chief Rabbi (Dr. J. H. Hertz) was among those on the platform. 


Mr. LEONARD STEIN said he understood that he had been asked to 


speak in preference to the Chief Rabbi, because it was desired that the 
lay members of communities should have an opportunity of expressing 
their various points of view. Mr. Stein conveyed the apologies of Dr. 
Weizmann to the audience for his unavoidable absence abroad. Reverting 
to his subject he said that his War-time experiences had shown h m that 
war degraded men to the level of beasts. He instanced the treatment of 
moffensive civilians interned in hostile countries. They were, he said, 
humiliated and bullied. ‘ihe really conv neing argument against war 
was-that it meant not merely the "physical organisation for destruction, 
but the disintegration of the moral fibre of those who had to inflict suffer- 
ing upon o hers. Looking at the files of English newspapers published 
churing the War, he said, one felt ashamed that such things as were written 
could have been published —and the English pre s was not the worst! 

Mr. STEIN after paying a tribute to the work.of the ( ‘hi f Rabbi in the 
cause of peace said, I am here as a symbol that the Jewish Community 
in this country stands wholeheartedly for the ideals that we are here to 
support.” The Jews had the special treasure of. the writings of the 
prophets on this matter of peace and brotherhoéd.,. To them war was an 
offence against God and man alixe. 

The other speakers were the Chairman, Sardar Magboe Mahmood, 
Poveign Minister of Patiata, Lord Allen of Hurtwood and Dr. Maude Royden,

THE VON AUSPITZ COLLECTION. 

The best of the Von Auspitz Collection, which is being broken 

up for sale, are on view at Messrs. Agnew's in Bond Street; and its 
unlikely that any Bond Street gallery has ever-housed a more perfect 
exhibition. There are only thirty-three pictures, so that 
picture has a fair chance without jostling. Most of them are sma!l ; 
und several are by comparatively unknown artists. They havc, 
therefore, the atmosphere of a personal collection by a real connois 
geur: they are not just expensive pictures by famous artists. The 
greatest masterpiece is undoubtedly Memling’s © Portrait of an Old 
Lady” (No. 33) which is only 10 by 7 inches, but not far short in work 
manship is Joos van Cleve’s “ Lucretia” (No. 4). Another Flemish 
picture not to be missed is Jan Provost's ~ Crucifixion” (No. 12). 
Two superb Dutch paintings are Maes’ “ A Woman Bathing” (No. 18) 
and Ruisdael’s “ Ruins of the Castle of Egmont” (No. 27), one of the 
most beautiful bits of lighting that even Ruisdael ever did. Cranach's 
“ Portrait of a Lady “ (No. 11) is charming, and Gova’s picture with the 
same title( No. 26) has the psychological insight that we expect from 
him. There is spiritual significance, again to be expected, in El! 
Greco's “ Aloysius Gonzaga” (No. 5). Apart from Moroni’s fine ~ Por- 
trait of a Monk” (No. 31), the best of the Italians are primitives. 
Perhaps the best pictures in the collection are Jacopo di 
Cione’s “ Crucifixion” (No. 20) and the Umbrian Triptych (No. 21). 
but vou should not miss the charming “Leda and the Swan” (No. 
19), by Francesco Ubertini Bacchiacca and “ Two Angels Making 
Music” (No. 23), by the Florentine Maestro del Bambino Vispo. My 
only complaint is that some of the pictures, notably the © Virgin and 
Child” (No. 28), attributed to Tintoretto, seem to have been too 
zealously restored.

Lady Harris. 

There is an amusing story of how Lady (Percy) Harris, having 
submitted her pictures under the name of “ Frieda Harris” and had 
them rejected, re-submitted them to the samc Committee under the 
name of “Chutney” and had them accepted. The main interest in 
her pictures, however. some of which are now on show at the 
Wertheim Gallery, is inherent. She has various styles, straight. 
forward paintings of simple things and formalised ideas. Negligeé 
(No. 22) and “ Necessities’ (No. 26) are excellent examples of the 
former, beautifully painted in lovely tones. Some of the latter, such 
as “The Pawnbroker'’s Paradise” (No. 25), seem to be just jokes; but 
the strongly rhythmical “Elm Tree” (No. 15), which the Under. 
ground have bought for a poster, and the atmospheric “Ghost of 
Berkeley Square” (No. 4) are worthy of serious notice. Most 
ambitious of all is “ Natural Magic™ (No. 13), in which the artist 
has been intrigued by the patiern of light made by the sun striking 
through an avenue of beech trees. Whether, however, the particular 
formaltisation she has used in this case solves the problem is a 
matter of doubt. 

In the same gallery is an exhibition by a voung sculptor nemed 
Bainbridge Copnall. Most of his work is carving in stone. He has 
avery beautiful sense of rhythm, but seems more at home with 
reliefs than with work in the round. His drawings are as good as a 
really good sculptor’s drawings should be. Ss.

Jewish Teachers’ Conference. 
| From our Correspondent. | 


At the instance of Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the Director of Jewish 
Education. a Conference, organised by the Rev. Dr. L. W. Slotki, was 
held last Sunday at the Talmid Torah Hall. There were presen! 
Head Teachers and Assistant Teachers representing the Jews’ Schoo! 
and other municipal dav schools. the Talmud Torah and Synagoguc 
Hebrew Schools, private teachers and Habonim. The general aim 
of the Conference was to discuss some bases for unification and 
«evstemisation of methods of Hebrew education, instead of th: 
unco-ordinated practices at present ruling. 

Mr. Herpert ADLER, who presided, suggested that a more moder: 
and” live “approach was needed in teaching the Hebrew language and 
history. Teachers’ effortswere being paralysed by the bad habits that 
had crept in of division of subjects into watertight compartments. 
He suggested that instead of the o'd “Aleph-A-A ” method, the childre» 
should be taught simple words and phrases in the natural speaking 
way. and later they could come to analysis of words and grammar 
A simple il ustrated book, in which the child could make its own 
notes. would be useful. Similarly, in history, in place of the old 
* eentury-by-century method, the tales of old could be related to 
the present, giving them e« more vital actuality. 

Mr. Jack Conen asked if all Jewish schools throughout the 
country could have their syllabuses unified, possibly by the Directo: 
of Education. Mr. Adler pointed out that different towns face: 
different problems, and the best thing was “ local option.” 

The Rev. J. Perema-MenDOzA spoke of the dearth of reall, 
simple and adequate books on H +brew and religion, and Mr. Harry 
Cohen (Headmaster of the Jews’ School) while agreeing, mentioned 
the impossibility of the buying of those books by most pupils at the 
municipal schools. Miss A. Nathan (Headmistress of the Jews 
School) suggested approaching the local municipal lending library 
for an extension of its section of suitable Hebrew books. Dr 
1. Wassilevsky thought that the spiritual contact of the teacher 
with the children was more important than choice of book, and ‘Mr. 
A. Rubinstein said that it was the teacher's place to digest the book 
and expound to the children, especially in view of the short time 
ut their disposal. The Rey. Dr. S. M. Lehrman, Mr. David Freeman. 
Mrs. Shenkler, Mr. R. Shulman and Miss Kelman joined in the 
discussion. 

Mr. H. Benvovim questioned the desirability of teaching Hebrew 
to young children by means of the Bible. He thought rather that 
they should start simply, and later come to the Bible when the 
ability to read and translate had been cultivated. Mr. Freiman 
suggested that learning from the Bible was preferable, as it helped 
more with religion and Judaism. Mr. Jack Cohen asked if move 
time could not be devoted to teaching Zionist principles and 
including Hebrew conversation (colloquial) and Hebrew songs in 
the curriculum. | 

Dr. SLOTKI said they had to remember that Hebrew was taugh! 
under abuormal conditions, outside regular school hours as a rule. 
He preferred the phonetic method of teaching rather than that o! 
word-und-illustration ; and the best way, in his opinion, was to learn 
through the Siddur and then the Chumesh, combining the languag: 
with religion. He did not think there was a shortage of Hebrew 
text-books, but rather of grammar books. With regard to the lendin;s 
library suggestion, he agreed, and-asked Mr. Adler ifthe Ceutra! 
Committee could supply some books, and he appealed also to othe: 
donors. 

Mr. ADLER, in reply, said he believed the real need for the book 
would be found in the outlying small communities, where instruc. 
tion was difficult toobtain. There was no shortage of suitable book-

Property Notes. 


The new Rent Restrictions (Amendment) Bill, the text of which was 
issued the other day, will be read with interest by Jewish property owners 
and others connected with tenancies. Mr. Sampson Pedler, who is Secretary 
of the National Federation of Property Owners, which represents 
some two hundred local associations in Great Britain, in the course of a 
statement on the new Bill, said that the Federation's view had alwavs been 
that when the supply of houses equalled the demand. the landlord shonld 
be placed on the same footing as the vendor of a marketable commodity. 
The new Bill provided that rent restriction should cease for all properties 
after June, 1938, which was four years too late, but brought the total 
abolition of rent restriction on the horizon. Mr. Pedler expressed the 
view that an acceptable feature of the new Bill to landlords was the rew 
ground for rec »vering possession of property in cases where tenants had 
caused ovceiciow ling cither by subletting to other tenants or letting rooms 
to lodgers. While tLe abolition of a good deal of discretion hitherto allowed 
to county court judges, in deciding individual applications for recovery of 
possession, was welcomed by most landlords, the retention of that dis 
cretion in the hands of the judges in the cases where the landlord required 
premises either for occupation by himself, or for a member of his family. 
was hot justified. The view of the Federation, concluded Mr. Pedler, was 
that the discretion should be abolished altogether. The exercise of dis 
cretion had hitherto varied between different judges, and it was expected 
that the same thing would happen again. The Housing Committee of the 
London County Council considers that the dividing limits of £20 and £45 
rateable value for decontrol, contained in the Bill, may be accepted as a 
fair compromise. It is common knowledge that in London a number of 
houses of rateable value of £45 and over, and a still greater number of rat: 
able value of more than £20, are let to sub-tenants of the working class : 
and there is a fear that as such parts of houses become automatically 
dlecontrolled this pool of genuine working-class accommodation may be 
lost, thus adding to the housing problem of local authorities.

RAW SUGAR PRICES. 

‘The .ear that has passed has been uneventful. With regard to our chief 

raw material, prices have fluctuated within comparatively narrow limits. . At 

« end of our last vear the price of raw sugar stood at 6s. 71d. per ewt. for Non- 
fmpire Sugars, and 10s. 4id. per cwt. for similar sugars produced within the 
flr poire \t the end of the 12 mouths now under review, the price stood at 6s, 
per ewt. for Non-Empire sugar. Owing to the increase in the preference on 
stgar produced in the Colonies, which was introduced at the Budget last April, 
the price of Colonial raw sugar on the 90th September wa. 10s. and IIs, 
ner owt. for a limited quantity possessing the necessary certificate entitling it 
to the additional preference in the duty. a; 

The increased preference unfortunately does not apply to Dominion stigar 
as distinet from Colonial sugar, and [ regret to say that it is for this reason that 
more than half of the raw sugar exported from South Africa has found its 
market in Canada this vear, owing to the higher preference in the import duty 
wranted there and the higher price which Canadian refiners are able to pay in 
consequence. 

Lam glad to be able to report that the quantity of raw sugar we have refined 
during the past vear is the highest in the history of the Company, and exceeds 
by 200.000 tons the previous highest record; and the effect upon the cheapening 
of our refining costs has been considerable. 

EMPIRE SUPPLIES. 

[t will interest you to learn of the part which the Empire is plaving in 
supplying our requirements. We purchased over 600,000 tons from Empire 
sources and the Empire producers received from us, in addition to the world’s 
price, the full amount of the preference in Import Duty applicable to such 
sugars. The following list gives an idea of the wide area from which these 
supplies were drawn: Australia, Fiji, Mauritius, Natal, British West Indies, 
Domerara, British Honduras, Home Grown Raw Beetroot Sugar. 

It is hardly necessary for me to say that we purchased aii the Empire Sugar 
which was availaille for this market, and | sincerely hope that under the 
stimulus of the preferential tariff the quantity of Empire Sugar which will be 
uvallable for us may increase substantially. 

Gur sales of Refined Sugar have been fully maintained, and we have con- 
tnuedour policy of selling on a small margin, so that the retail price to the 
public has been kept as low as possible. The actual.profit which we have made 
works ont at less than one-twelfth ofa penny per lb. By contrast Home Grown 
beet Sugar is receiving lid. per Ib. assistance from the taxpaver. 

WASTEFUL COMPETITION. 

As in the past few years our chief competitors have been the Home Grown 
Keet Sugar Factories. who make White Sugar under a subsidy. The bulk of this 
White Sugar is produced and comes on to the market within a few months and 
catises unnecessary cutting and depression in prices. If a proportion of this 
Sugar was turned out in the raw form, the full market value could be obtained 
with corresponding advantages to the British Beet Sugar Factories and to the 
Hritish Sugar Refiners. As it is, there is much wasteful competition, White 
Sugar from the Beet Factories being sent long distances into areas naturally 
served by the Refineries, and the British Refiners having to retaliate in #2 
similar manner by sending their products into the areas which should naturally 
be served by the Beet Factories. 

His Majesty's Government ha: decided to appoint a Royal Commission to 
enquire into tae whole of the British Sugar Industry in this country and our 
Company tnost he rtity welcome a public and impartial enquiry into the facts 
ofthe case. It is not wholly a technical question, but largely a commercial one 
is well 

The British Sugar (Subsidy) Act, 1925, will expire on 30th September, 1954. 
[ venture once more to express the hope that any fresh assistance, if it is given, 
will carry out the original intention of the ‘Subsidy Act; that is to say the 

intention of belping Agriculture, and not of giving artificial assistance to 
factories to produce an article, ie., refined sugar, which is already being 
produced by an old-established industry which is capable. of producing 
economically the whole of this country’s requirements of refined sugar. In this 
connection it may Interest you to know that we supplied from our 4 Refineries 
ently os) per cent, of this country’s requirements during the year under review. 
Chis figure does not include two smaller Refime:as 2 which we are interested, 
and which together supply 5 per cent. of the country’s requirements. 
A NATIONAL PROBLEM. 

There is nothing we should like better than to see the British Sugar 
{ndustry working together amicably as a whole. We have tried to find some 
basis of agreement, but those concerned in the Beet Industry have been unable 
or unwilling to see our point of view. We have supported the Industry in the 
past and as you know hold a controlling interest in four British Beet 
Companies. ur practical and intimate experience of the working of such 
factories leaves us more than ever convinced that it is more protitable to 
produce at least a proportion of raw sugar at a beet factory than to turn out all 
white sugar. 

We are still &uXious and willing to contribute to an honourable 
nent settlement of this National problem. It is our desire to work harmouiously 
with the existing factories, and on a fair basis. We are willing to go even 
further and give financial assistance to an extension of the Industry provided 
that the conditions are suitable and that the extension is based upon the manu- 
facture of raw sugar, or at least a proportion of rawsugar. This basis we believe 
to be sound, politically, financially and economically. 

THE REFINERIES. 

Our refineries have been maintained in a high state of efficiency, thanks to 
the energy of the management and the co-operation of our workpeople ‘To all 
those concerned the Board of Directors offer their sincere thanks, in which we 
oe tmeclude our office staffs and all connected with the sale of our 
products. 

We are spending a considerable amount of money on the re-organisation of 
our Love Lane refinery in Liverpool. Our technical experts have devoted an 

enormous amount of time to the study of the whole question, and, without being 
over-confdent, I think I can safely say that on completion of the work we shall

TO THE LADIES (Embassy). 

We sec so many lurid and ludicrous representations of American life 
on stadce and screen that it is quite refreshing to witness in thie little 
comedy of simple soulsa picture of what must be, certainly numerically. 
the preponderating c.ement in the United States, the respectable poor and 
the m derately wealthy. The fact that in Mr. van Gyseghem’'s admir- 
able production he has not allowed his artists to attempt an American 
neeent, offers some very interesting comparisons of ty pes, class for e! 
to be found here and on the other side of the Atlantic. We are shown 
the ordinary home cf a struggling clerk, callow, unbelievably simple, 
jullible aud completely advertisement minded, and his gallant little 
wife, far superior in intelligence, but with sound physivlogical 
instinct, determined that the laurels of what are really her victories 
shall rest on the brow of her man. Her remark at the end. 
that every man who has got on in the world has been married 
and has owed his progre<s to the encouragement and inspira- 
tion of his wife, may not be strictly true, but it admirably sums up 
the thesis of this very amusing comedy. ‘The authors, George Kaufman 
and Mare Conne.ly~-note the combinition—-spare no efforts to show the 
painfully low standard of masculine intell gence that suffices-for bu<in« ss 
succ $8, providing always there is a clever woman in the background. 
This may be an attemp: to explain and excuse ‘the femivarchy which has 
often teen observed in the States, the male-slavery and the ruthless 
tyrainy of the woman luxoriating at home. As such it fails. But for 
~-heor amnucement it is exceptionally successful. The banqnet scene is 
nuproariously funny, and Hugh E, Wright as- the toastmaster is brilliant 
comedy. Andre van Gyseghem gives a faithful picture of what would 
have beon a nice inoffensive young fellow had he not been bora in a 
land whore child sh, blaff is almost a cult. Jane Grahame was a very 
charming you g wif*, but very English. John Garside cleverly portrayed 
the empty pomposity of the big business man, and Norma Varden 
suggest dl eff-ctively his firmly rul ng lady. The most American of the 
cast were Le ward Brett, as the unsuccessful youth with bright ideas, and 
rrank Arundel! as a1 egregions ex-Senator. 

ANOTHER LANGUAGE (Lyric). 

‘This is the story of a terribly united family, born and bred in Belsize 
lark; Of an insidiously tyrannical old mother and of her four doting sons 
aud Heaven help the poor. wretched “in-laws”! The eldest son Paul, is 
‘lull and given to that form of bullying which stupid people acquire with a 
little business success. Walter is dull and facetious: Henry is dull and 
sour; and Victor is just duil—at least he would have been had he not, 
alone among the heirs to his mother's virtuonsness, enjoyed a public- 
school education, and caught a tiny spark cf that precions spirit which 
his wife fought tooth and nail to preserve. It is a fast expiring 
ember, and over its preservation is waged the battle of the play. Rose 
Franken, the anthor, has observed this kind of English life to good 
purpose. She has drawn ruthlessly those morally spotless but 
spiritually shrivelled creatures of convention, those terribly good 
husbands who are a far greater burden to their wives than men 
whose existence is not entirely spent between the shafts of connubial 
rectitude. It was of great importance to show the atmosphere of 
unhealthily pious mother-worship and family association, and to do this 
the first act had to be largely devoted to portraying one of the ghastly 
‘Sunday evenings at motner’s'’—father scarcely counts. And so the 
plot development moves tardily at first. But this is made up for, once 
the story gets on its way, by a well graded acceleration of dramatic 
interest, and a final curtain which fairly ** galls the kibe"’ of the grand 
climax. Herb rt Marshall, as Victor, makes very believable the character 
of one who had glimpsed that something which makes for the eternal 
youth of greate: folk and weakly tends to allow his lethal piety and his 
old mother’s preposterous tyranny to blot the vision from his s ght. 
Edna Best gives a very beautiful picture of a deeply loving woman, 
struggling to save her adored man from withering spiritually and, above 
all, the precions love that joined them from fl ckering out and teaving her a 
stranger to her husband, speaking almost anotherlanguage. Mary Jerrold 
does not miss a point in the character of the odious old mother who is 
not above throwing a faint by way of cudgelling her sons’ consciences 
into submission. The casting of the sons and their wives has been per- 
fectly done, and the calf-love episode which is entrusted to Louis Hayward 
is sincerely handled by that actor as Peter, Mrs. Victor's nephew, who 
falls so pathetically in love with his beautiful and understanding aunt. 
Auriol Lee’s production leaves nothing to be desired, There is much 
satirical humour in the play, and laughter is plentiful. But it is the 
langhter of life criticism, always with that little sting which warns us 
that it is too true to be entirely good. 


TELEPATHIC WRITING (Maskelyne’s). 

An amazing and baffling performance has recently been included in 
the non-stop magic programme at Maskelyne’s. Noel Maskelyne distributes 
slips of paper to members of the audience, on which he asks them to write 
either a telephone number or a lady’s name, to draw a simple geometrical 
figure or to jot down the amount of loose change in their pockets. My 
task was the last of these and naturally did not entail the recording of 
astronomical figures! With the slips are handed out envelopes in which 
the forms are enclosed, sealed and deposited in the persons’ pockets. 
In due course, Mary Maskelyne, standing blind-folded on the stage, 
draws or writes with her finger, in the ar, the inscription on each 
slip. And then a curtain covering a small black-board, fixed on an 
easel in the middle of the stage, draws back, untouched, and reveals an 
exact enlarged facsimile of the writing hidden in the pockets of the various 
members of the audience. Mr. Maskelyne assures us this has “nothing to 
ilo w.th spiritualism,” but it is so astounding a trick as to suggest the 
supernatural, were we not well acquainted with the amazing phenomena 
presented with apparent case and unlimited variety by the most famous 
family of thaumaturgists of modern times. GJ, 

MARRIAGE HARVEST (Q). 

Philandering is one of the many subjects on which Bernard Shaw 
would appear to have said e: erything worth saying, and no fresh light is 
throwa on the genus philanderer by this play of W. E. Winsford’s. As avery 
light entertainment, however, most of it is excellent, for Mr. Winsford has 
a veal gift for casy dialogue, a knowledge of how to get his characters ou and 
off the stage and a happy grace with his curtains. Ian Fleming acted the 
part of the philanderer with easy charm and complete disregard of the 
passage of twenty-two years. It was as producer however that his work 
was most valuable. A light touch was used throughout, which helped 
to minimise the dramatist’s fundamental sentimentality, lack of psycho- 
logical insight and reliance on stage clichés. There are three women in 
the play: Loraine (played by Madge Compton) a ballad-singer, who 
becomes the porfect wife and mother well-known to theatre audiences ; 
_ Dolly (Felicity Carter) a prostitute, even better-known; and Valerie 
(Iris Baker). In 1910, when the. play opens, Valerie is © anffra-

of the company conveyed the passage of years. After the first act the 
dramatist did not allow her to be anything, the rest of the cast acted well, 
vet whenever she was on the stage she riveted attention. I do not mean 
that she forced herself into prominence, for she did not, but one just 
knew that she mattered. One smal flaw I am sure she will correct if it 
is pointed out to her. She has not escaped the prevailing habit of say ing 
“the smorning’’ and “the sevening”; her perfect clocution makes this 
noticeable, where it would pass with anyone elve. The play was well 
reccived, particular applause going to Renée de Vaux as the genus mother. 
in-law and to Clement McCallin for a well-timed emotional eaeer, 
The Last of Mrs. Cheyney (Apollo Dramatic Society). 

One had doubts during the first act of Frederick Lonsdale’s fine play 
as to the capacity of the players to “ put it over.’” It was difficult, even 
in the stalls. to hear the lines ; the players were uncertain of their approach 
to the play and were obviously unfamiliar with the stage upon which they 
were acting. Anne Lipman (as Mrs. Cheyney) and Maurice Samuel (as 
Lord Dilling), however, pulled the piece into shape and gave a lead to the 
others that was, in the main, followed. Miss Lipman, was, perhaps. tov 
“ nice ” to convey the depth of character intended by the author, but, accept. 
ing her interpretation, she played it with charm and insight, Mr. Samuel 
played as though bora to a seat in that portion of our National Assembly 
in which blood counts more than brains, and conveyed the right trpres.

He has a penchant for three move 
ment works, sandwiching a comparatively lyrical movement between two 
nrore strident and vigorous. So it is in this case, only the second movemen 
also breaks out now and then into dramatic cxclamations.

Barna is an all-round sports- 
man, being an adept at rowing, swimming, eycling and lawn-tennis. 
During the past fortnight, he and Haguenauer have played in several 
Provincial towns and last week, they defeated representatives of the Civil 
Service Table-Tennis Association, at the Memorial Hall, London. At the 
Old Victorians’ Club, they met some skilful opponents in M. J. Cowan, 
A. H. Melnick and Sidney Cohen. The visitors won three games out 
of five, the match betwecn Barna and Cowan being exceptionally good. 
The tournament was arranged by Mr. A. A. Joseph, Hon. Secretary of 
the Old Victorians’ Table-Tennis Section. 

Mr. W. J. Pope, a Vice-President of the English Table-Tennis Associa. 
tion, acted as referee, and in the course of a brief address said that it was 
remarkable that most of the world’s table-tennis champions were Jews.

Jacob's Dream. 
By AUNTLE, 

HE Sidra to be read in the Syna- 
gogues to-morrow is one of the most 
interesting in the whole Bible. But 

: to get its full meaning and signiti 

cance, it must be read attentively. That 

applies to the Bible generally. Casual perusal 
causes us to lose most of the Bible's beauties. 
it is like someone strolling through a picture 
vallery with a glance here and a glance there. 

Let him make the same tour with a trained 

guide and he will be amazed at what he has 

missed, 
THe “ PLACE.” | 

The Bible tells how Jacob, fleeing from his 
brother's wrath, journeyed towards Haran. 
And then it says PIS", and he lighted 
upon a place.” But the words may also be 
translated “and he entreated God,” for one 
of the names of God is SPOR, “ the Place,” 
in the sense that God pervades everywhere. 
The word Y3ID you will find in Ruth “ entreat 
me not to leave thee.” From this the Rabbis 
deduce that Jacob instituted the evening 
prayer just as Abraham, they say, instituted 
the morning prayer and Isaac the afternoon 
prayer. But the Hebrew actually says “ the 
place,” and they ask: What place? The 
answer they give is that Jacob had been led 
to the spot on which the Temple was after- 
wards to be built. The place where he started 
to consecrate his life was that where later his 
descendants were to meet for divine worship. 
He took the stones of the place for a pillow. 
Afterwards the Bible savs that he took the 
stone that he had put under his head and set it 
up forasign. From this difference the Rabbis 
fancifully say that the stones quarrelled 
among themselves for the privilege of forming 
the resting-place of this righteous man, and 
‘God rolled them all into one. They also say 
that the Almighty rolled up the whole of the 
land of Canaan and placed it under Jacob's 
head, deducing this from the words ™ the land 
whereon thou liest."” They loved to indulge in 
such poetical fancies. 

| THE LADDER. 

Then we come to Jacob's dream of the 
ladder reaching up to heaven. This, too, has 
given full play to their imagination. They 
noted the fact that the text refers to the 
angels first going up and then descending. 
The Midrash says that there were two sets of 
angels, those that functioned in Palestine and 
those outside the Land. The angels that had 
accompanied Jacob thus far returned to 
heaven and their successors came down to 
guard him on his further journey. But a 
nicer interpretation is that which tells us 
that it is when we direct our thoughts to 
heaven that spiritual encouragement comes 
down to us. Our ascending prayers are 
answered immediately by a descending wave 
of Divine strength. Jacob asked for God to be 
with him, to guard him on his journey, to 
give him bread to eat, and raiment to put on, 
and to bring him back in peace to his father’s 
house. What does God promise him? “Behold 
fam with thee, and will keep thee whither- 
soever thou goest, and will bring thee again 
unto this land.” The Rabbis noticed that 
there is no mention of bread and raiment. 
They say that relying on God's promise, Jacob 
might have lapsed into idleness. But he had 
to work for his bread and his clothing. The 
Midrash, commenting on Jacob's words to 
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Laban “God hath seen my affliction and the 
labour of my hands,” says: “ It was through 
the merit of his working with his hands that 
God saved Jacob from Laban's evil designs.” 
He learned in a hard schoo! the truth of the 
Psalmist’s words: “ When thou shalt eat the 
labour of thine hands, happy shalt thou be 
and it shall be well with thee.” 


A Vow. 

But the Rabbis noticed something else in 
this story. Jacob says: “ If God will be with 
me, and will keep me in this way that lL go, 
and will give me bread to eat, and raiment 
to put on, so that I come again to my father's 
house in peace, then shall the Lord be my 
God ... and of all that Thou shalt give me 
I will surely give the tenth unto Thee.” This 
looks at first glance as if Jacob is making a 
rather sordid bargain, as if he is making bis 
religion dependent on material blessings. 
That is not the real meaning of the words. 
Jacob had turned his thoughts Heavenward at 
the darkest hour of his life. He was an exile 
and a fugitive, not knowing what the future 
had in store for him. Such times as these 
make us look for Divineaid. But what about 
the time of prosperity? Do we not then tend 
to forget the Giver of all things? Jacob 
pledged himself that, if it should please God 
to bring him one day to wealth and comfort, 
even then the Lord should be his God. He 
would not forget his religious obligations. 
He would use his wealth im the right way, by 
sharing it with those not so well off as him. 
self. “I will surely give the tenth unto Thee.”
